ODERN war is a mechanized and 

materials-devouring monster employ- 
ing complicated and intricate machines 
which are subject to rapid wear and easy 
dislocation, and which require months 
for their own and 
components’ man- 
ufacture.

Prior to the pre- 
war expansion of 
our naval forces, 
the supply re- 
quirements of Naval Aviation were sim- 
ple compared to the great demands which 
later developed. At that time we were 
flying only about 4,000 aircraft of some 
40-50 individual models, of 10 proto- 
types, while the rate of introduction of 
new models into service was low and the 
models, themselves, were largely uncom- 
plicated, single-engine types. There were 
but 32 aeronautic shore establishments 
within the continental limits and 10 
without ; seven aircraft carriers were op- 
erating. 

The aircraft supply system engaged in 
fulfilling these requirements was similar- 
ly simple, organizationally undeveloped, 
functionally decentralized and uncoordi- 
nated, and inadequate for support of 
later expanded Fleet war operations. The 
system was based on the premise that in- 
dividual air stations had accurate knowl- 
edge of their requirements, could predict 
their needs, and that advance material 
planning by a central agency, cognizant 
of all considerations, was not required. 
That support of peacetime naval aviation 
was adequate can be attributed in most 
part to the experience of the supply per- 
sonnel involved, and to the fact that the 
overall supply of material exceeded the 
overall demand. 

The inadequacies of the peacetime sys- 
tem were made painfully and abundant- 
ly evident by wartime expansion and ac- 
celeration of the tempo of operations. It 
was clearly obvious that changes in our 
business methods were necessary. Senior 
officers in CNO, BuAer, BuSandA and the 
Fleet Commands recognized this, and as 
& result, the Aviation Supply Office was 
established in Oct., 1941. The growth and 
development of the Aviation Supply Of- 
fice, Philadelphia, and of the Aviation 
Supply System, progressed throughout the 
war to the evolution of an organization 
capable of furnishing the full war de- 
mands for aviation material to an aero- 
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Preserve Sea Power, 
House Group Urges 


On the eve of the opening of the 80th 
Congress, which is now preparing to carry 
out a merger of the Military and Naval 
Affairs committees in both houses, the 
House Naval Affairs committee closed its 
books this week with a warning that the 
United States should not permit a stag- 
nation of the 1946 Navy, “the greatest 
Navy afloat.” 

In a report tracing the development of 
the present-day Navy through the contri- 
butions of successive House Naval Af- 
fairs committees, the House Naval group 
of the 79th Congress, condemned the cycle 
of expansion in war and decadence in 
peace that has marked the history of the 
United States Navy. 

The House Naval Affairs committee 
voiced the hope that the new Committee on 
Armed Services, which would result from 
adoption of the Congressional Reorgani- 
zation Act, “will embrace a sound naval 
policy for the future, giving attention to 
the lessons of the past, and will provide 
and maintain a Navy commensurate with 
our national needs in the interest of se- 
curity for the United States and peace 
for the world.” 

“The lessons of the past are clear before 
us,” the committee report states. “We 
must heed those lessons. We have the 
greatest Navy afloat. It is an incalculable 
advantage as long as we keep it so. We 
cannot permit it to stagnate. It must be 
kept modern and alive. Its ships, planes, 
and equipment must be maintained in ac- 
cord with the best scientific progress and 
with the best industrial know-how. Its 
personnel must be well trained in the use 
of modern weapons which we hope they 
will never have cause to use in anger. 
Our most potent force for making and 
maintaining peace is our Navy—modern, 
well armed, trained, and strong.” 

“This short history,” the report de- 
clares, “illustrates with great emphasis 
that the fortunes of our Navy have waxed 
with the advent of war or national emer- 
gency and have waned with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities.” 

In relinquishing its responsibility for 
providing and maintaining the Navy, the 
House Naval Affairs committee pointed 
out its own awareness of “our need for 
sea power.” The committee said: 

“The Naval Affairs Committee of the House 
of Representatives has been in existence under 
the constitutional government for a century 
and a quarter. It has been the body of the 
Legislature most avidly conscious of our need 
for sea power. The committee has realized 
through the years that naval] strength will be 
necessary so long as man transports persons 
and things upon, over, or under the sea. The 
committee knows that the Navy is that branch 
of the armed services which prevents an 
enemy from selecting our homeland as a bat- 
tleground. It is naval force which allows us 
to fight on foreign soil rather than suffer the 
ravages of war at home. 

“If the Committee on Naval Affairs is now 
to disappear by reason of merger with the 
Committee on Military Affairs into a Com- 
mittee on the Armed Services, the constitu- 
tional responsibility for providing and main- 
taining a Navy will pass into other hands. 





The Navy now consists of 9388 major com- 
batant ships, 1,877 minor combatant ships, 
and 2,222 miscellaneous other craft. The 


Navy employs approximately 1,000,000 persons

Army Legislative Program 


Army promotion legislation and the 
measures comprising the entire War De- 
partment legislative program to be sub- 
mitted to the 80th Congress are now in 
process of being drawn up in the final 
legal form. 

The legislative plan is being forwarded 
to the Bureau of the Budget for final ap- 
proval. As these final moves in readying 
the legislative program for Congress are 
well under way it may be expected that 
early submission is planned. 


Criticize Occupation Force 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
of the last Congress released this week 
the third draft of a report by one of its 
investigators expressing sharp criticism 
of U. 8. Army occupation policies in the 
European Theater. 

The third version of this report, while 
still critical of the Army, does make a 
greater effort than before to present the 
War Department’s comments. It does this 
by the unusual method of attaching type- 
written inserts in the Committee’s printed 
reports. Later the entire report will be 
printed together, it was said. 

Surplus Officers 

The Committee investigator charged 
that “there is a striking oversupply of 
field-grade officers in the European Thea- 
ter,” stating that the Third Army is 30 
per cent overstrength in colonels and 40 
per cent overstrength in lieutenant 
colonels. To these charges the committee 
appended a statement by the War Depart- 
ment on surplus officers, as follows: 

“The War Department has been cognizant 
of the problem of surplus officers and ad- 
vises that the following policies are now in 
effect, 

“(a) No officers of grade of colonel or lieu- 
tenant colonel are sent to USFET unless 
specifically requested by name. 

“(b) The theatre has been authorized to re- 
turn any surplus colonels or lieutenant 
colonels without specific authorization by the 
War Department. 

“In addition, an effort is now being made 
to reduce the number of headquarters, To this 
end, the USFET plan for phaseout will em- 
phasize the fact that the maximum effort is 
being made to prevent any duplication, since 
installations are being inactivated upon com- 
pletion of their assigned missions, The fol- 
lowing is the schedule of phaseouts:

Services’ Committees 


The 80th Congress convened yesterday 
and prepared to organize a single Com- 
mittee on Armed Services to consider in 
each house all legislative matters con- 
cerning the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps and their air components. 

Advocates for the new single committee 
plan point out that for the first time in 
the history of Congress matters of in- 
ternal operation such as personnel, pro- 
motion, retirement, etc., will be corre- 
lated by the same group of legislators who 
will be in a position to know what all Ser- 
vices are doing and what they are asking 
for. Opponents of the single committee 
contend that it is a step toward unifying 
the Armed Services and that it will re- 
sult in a curtailment of Navy legislation. 


The fight in the House against consolli- 
dation of the committees collapsed Thurs- 
day when House Republicans voted to go 
along entirely with the reorganization act, 
including the Army-Navy committee mer- 
ger. Navy advocates, however, obtained 
an understanding with the leadership 
that the committee merger does not bind 
the party to support of unification of the 
services. 

The Appropriations Committees, never- 
theless, will go along with separate sub- 
committees handling War and Navy 
money bills. However, in this case, the 
full committees go over both bills’ as 
drafted by the subcommittees before re- 
porting them out. Thus in the House, 
Representative John Taber, of N. Y., will, 
as chairman of the full committee, be the 
responsible correlating head between the 
services as far as appropriations are con- 
cerned. 

In the Senate the Republican majority 
already has appointed its committee 
chairman and majority members. To the 
Committee on Armed Services the Repub- 
licans named Senator Gurney, of South 
Dakota, a former member of the Military 
Committee, as chairinan. Also carryovers 
from the former Military Committee are 
Senator Styles Bridges, of New Hamp- 
shire, and Senator George A. Wilson, of 
Iowa. To balance these three military 
committees, the Republicans selected 
three members of the former Naval Com- 
mittee: Senator Edward V. Robertson, of 
Wyoming; Senator Leverett Saltonstall, 
of Massachusetts; and Senator Wayne 
Morse, of Oregon. As the sixth member 
the Republicans selected Senator Ray- 
mond E. Baldwin, former governor of 
Connecticut. The Democratic members 
are yet to be selected. 

The House Armed Services Committee 
will probably be headed by Representa- 
tive Andrews, of New York, a member of 
the former Military Committee, who has 
consistently supported War Department 
recommendations. Asked this week con- 
cerning his plans, Representative An- 
drews said that for the present he has no 
views or plans on anything, but will wait 
to see what happens. 

The committees will have before them 
the most important program of Service 
legislation in many years, for they will be 
under the necessity of devising permanent 
organizations and personnel systems for 
all the Armed Forces before the present

Navy Disability Retirements 

The Navy was charged this week with 
having two different standards for physi- 
cal disability retirements—an over-liberal 
policy for Regular oflicers, contrasted 
with a too-stringent procedure with Re- 
servists. 

The House Naval Affairs committee, re- 
porting on its investigation of the war 
effort, announced it had found: 

“An overly liberal and generous attitude 
toward disability retirement of Regular 
officers. 

“A tendency to be very liberal in grant- 
ing disability retirement to officers who 
had been ‘plucked’ or selected out of the 
Navy and Marine Corps subsequent to 
vV-J Day.” (Under P.L. 305.) 

“A large proportion of officers who sat 
upon retirement boards were themselves 
subsequently retired for physical dis- 
ability. 

“A marked disproportion of officers re- 
ceiving retirement in all the above cate- 
gories were medical officers.” 

The Committee explained that it initi- 
ated its inquiry into the Navy’s disabiliy 
retirement policies in response to numer- 
ous complaints charging that Reserve 
officers were being discriminated against 
and unfairly treated in this regard. Al- 
though it was the intent of the law that 
Reserve officers be entitled to retirement 
for physical disabilities on exactly the 
same basis as officers of the Regular 
establishment, discrimination against Re- 
serves was found by the Committee. 


The Naval Affairs group reported: 

“A thorough investigation into this situa- 
tion revealed that the Navy and Marine Corps 
were applying two different standards to the 
officers of the Regular Establishment and to 
officers of the Reserve on active duty, 

“A regular was retired if he incurred a dis- 
ability that unfitted him for any of the duties 
of his rank. On the other hand, a Reserve was 
not retired unless he was found totally dis- 
abled and unable to perform any duty at all. 

“Even then, Reserves were frequently de- 
nied retirement on the presumptive basis that 
the disability had probably existed in a latent 
state prior to active duty, even if not dis- 
closed by the examination which is given to 
all Reserve officers upon reporting for active 
duty. This presumptive device was never in- 
voked in the cases of Regulars.” 

“When the results of this investigation 
were called to the attention of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy he took appropriate 
steps to correct the situation,” the report 
declared. The Secretary has directed that 
the same standards be applied to Reserves 
as to Regulars in the matter of disability 
retirements. He has further provided for 
a review of all cases of Reserve officers 
who suffered a_ service-connected dis- 
ability but who were denied retirement.” 

Many Reserve officers, however, cannot 
be transferred to the retired list under 
existing law by reason of their now being 
on inactive duty. The Committee there- 
fore recommended the enactment of legis- 
lation “granting authority to the Presi- 
dent to appoint such former officers to the 
retired list from civil life after a proper 
finding of facts.’ 

Of the physical disability retirement 
policy for Regular officers, the Committee 
said: 

“There appears to be an overly liberal and 
generous attitude toward disability retirement 
of Regular officers. This is particularly 
noticeable in the cases of senior officers, who 
are about to retire at the end of their normal 
eareer by reason of reaching a statutory re- 
tirement age. 

“Disability retirement carries @ retired pay 
of 75 per cent of the highest base pay, with- 
out regard for the number of years of service, 
an(lis income tax free. Since the whole theory 
of disability retirement, granting these sub- 





stantial extra benefits, is to compensate an 
officer whose military career is prematurely 
cut short by reason of a service-connected 
disability, it is obviously an abuse of the in- 
tent of the law to give these extra benefits to 
an officer whose military career is just about 
to be completed normally. 

There was found, also, a tendency to be 
very liberal in granting disability retirement 
to officers who had been ‘plucked’ or selected 
out of the Navy and Marine Corps subsequent 
to V-J Day. 

“The action of special boards, convened for 
the purpose, in failing to select these officers 
for retention in the active service, had already 
determined that their usefulness to the Navy 
was over and that their military careers had 
been ended. To grant disability retirement to 
such officers after the action of board in select- 
ing them ‘out’ seems completely unjustified 
and an abuse of disability retirement. 

“It was noted that a large proportion of 
officers who sat upon retirement boards — 
themselves subsequently retired for physica 
disability. Knowing intimately the procedure 
and personne! of retiring boards as only mem- 
bers of the boards themselves could certainly 
does not seem to have militated against such 
members in their own retirement cases, 

“Tt was also noted that a marked dispropor- 
tion of officers receiving retirement in all 
the above categories were medical officers. 
Since the duties of the average senior medical 
officer are not among the most strenuous or 
hazardous in the Navy, this situation be- 
comes hard to explain. 

“These matters came to the attention of the 
Secretary of the Navy as a result of the com- 
mittees’ investigation. There are insurances 
that these loose practices will be tightened up 
and that uniform standards and practices will 
be enforced hereafter. 

“However, it would appear desirable for 
Congress to maintain a close check on retire- 
ments. 

“It is recommended that Congress require 
the Navy to submit a report periodically to 
Congress on all physical disability retire- 
ments, with a statement of the cause in each 
such retirement granted.” 


Little Waste of Navy Food 


Food wasted by the Navy was relatively 
minor compared with the volume of food 
handled, and publicity wasted on isolated 
instances of wastage had the effect of 
making the Navy even more food-con- 
scious, the House Naval Affairs com- 
mittee has reported. 


In report on the war effort, released 
this week, the committee stated : 

“From its investigation and study of the 
problem, the subcommittee concluded that the 
food wastage which had occurred under naval 
jurisdiction had been relatively minor com- 
pared with the volume of food handled and 
the intensity of the demobilization program. 
It found that publicity focused on this wast- 
age had had a salutary effect in making the 
Navy more completely food conscious and in 
reducing still further the previous instances 
of waste. 

“The subcommittee observed that the Navy 
had in the past and was then actively con- 
cerning itself with plans to provide an order- 
ly method for turning in provisions for re- 
issue or reuse, and was taking action to cor- 
rect local unsatisfactory conditions dis- 
covered. 

“It was the over-all conclusion of the sub- 
committee that the Navy Department, not- 
withstanding isolated instances of food wast- 
ages, which were corrected, was pursuing an 
immediate and long-range food-conservation 
program, that the huge task of distributing 
stores from decommissioned ships and activi- 
ties was proceeding in as orderly a manner 
as the demobilization program and geographi- 
cal distribution would permit, and that maxi- 
mum amounts of food products were being 
made available to meet the current food 
crisis.”

Hostilities Ended 


President Truman issued a proclama- 
tion on 31 Dec. officially declaring hostili- 
ties at an end as of noon that date. 


The action affected a number of acts 
whose tenure was based on a state of hos- 
tility, but did not affect the great ma- 
jority of war powers which are based on 
the existence of a state of war nor those 
laws and administrative actions based on 
the two states of emergency declared by 
President Roosevelt in 1939 and 1941. Ac- 
cording to the War Department, it does 
not affect the hundreds of executive 
orders issued during the war. 

The legal and disbursing agencies of 
the Services state that the act ending 
hostilities does not affect any existing 
authorities for pay and allowances. How- 
ever, some would be altered by an official 
end of the state of war. 

At first it appeared that considerable 
confusion might be caused by the fact that 
there would have to be a return to the 
two-year limit on foreign duty, which 
would mean that a large number of old- 
timers. overseas would have to be brought 
back to the States. However, after a con- 
ference with his legal and personnel ad- 
visors the Secretary issued the following 
announcement: 

“Secretary of War Patterson an- 
nounced today that troops serving over- 
seas will not be affected for the present 
by the restoration of the statutory provi- 
sion of the two-year maximum for duty 
in certain foreign stations. 

“The statute, one of a number involved 
in the President’s year-end proclamation 
of the cessation of hostilities, became 
effective again at noon 31 Dec. The statute 
by its terms places a two-year limit on 
foreign service of troops in the Philippine 
Islands, on the Asiatic Station or in 
China, Hawaii, Porto Rico, or the Panama 
Canal Zone. It stipulates further that the 
application of the two-year maximum 
shall be subject by certain exceptions. 
One of these occurs when in the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of War service for 
longer than two years is necessary for 
temporary emergencies. 

“Insofar as the provisions of the act are 
concerned,” Secretary Patterson stated, 
“temporary emergencies do exist in the 
areas listed and therefor the statute will 
have no effect at this time on troops sta- 
tioned in those areas. Troops stationed in 
areas not listed in the act, such as Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, Japan, Korea, and 
Alaska, were not affected by the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation inasmuch as they 
have never been within the scope of the 
act.” 

Many of the acts which would other- 
wise be affected have been superseded by 
other laws or are now applicable. For 
example the act of 15 June 1948 relative 
to the training of nurses for the ArmeG 
Forces would be ended, but that concerns 
only training in civilian hospitals and al- 
ready has been terminated. 

Another act terminated is that which 
permits the tax-free shipment of cigar- 
ettes, tobacco and playing cards to Alaska, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. At the War De- 
partment it was said that this act was 
passed to conceal the strength of those 
places during the war inasmuch as ship- 
ments there involving taxes became a 
matter of public record. 

Also abrogated by the cessation of hos- 
tilities is the act of 1940 authorizing ad- 
ditional enlistments, in the Medical De- 
partment. But this Act already has been 
superseded by the Armed Forces Recruit- 





ment Act of 1945. 

Also abrogated was the Secretary’s 
authority to maintain camps of instrue- 
tion for members of the ROTC for periods 
longer than six months in one year, but 
this was never done anyway. 

One positive effect of the proclamation 
will be to take away the benefits of the 
“G-I Brides” act from those men who en- 
ter the Armed Forces after 31 Dec. 1946. 
It does not concern those men already in 
the Services, who will still be entitled to 
bring their alien brides home. 

The Services are continuing their 
studies of emergencies, laws and orders 
to ascertain if any more are affected by 
the proclamation, but they feel certain 
that there are none. 

An effort to determine under what laws 
or war powers the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
was set up has met with little success. 
The War and Navy Departments refer 
inquiries to the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
where the only authority they can cite is 
the wording carried in the U. S. Govern- 
ment Manual which merely states that 
they operate “Under the direction of the 
President.” What law or authority this is 
based on and when it expires is apparent- 
ly unknown. As a matter of fact, the 
Joint unit was established under one of 
President Roosevelt’s informal oral 
orders, so that its legality and tenure will 
be a matter for determination by lawyers.

in military and civilian capacity. These with 
numerous industrial shore establishments, 
bases, and facilities constitute a sacred trust 


for management by the new committee.” 

In reporting the decline of the Navy's 
fortunes after each major U. S. war, the 
Committee declared: 


“Within 3 years after the Revolutionary 
War all vessels of the Navy had been sold. 
There was no Navy to protect our shores 
when war came with Great Britain in 1812, 


and, as a result, a British fleet sailed un- 
molested up Chesapeake Bay and burned our 
Capitol. Still we did not learn our lesson and 
entered the Mexican War and the War Be- 
tween the States in a mad hurry of belated 
naval construction.” 

“The Navy during the two decades follow- 


ing the Civil War fell into gradual decay. 
While European nations perfected the de- 
velopment of steel ships, rifle guns, armor, 
and torpedoes, the United States Navy stag- 
nated. Hardly a ship was built, and much 
money was wasted reconditioning the few ob- 
solete vessels that remained in commission.” 

“After the Spanish-American War the for 
tunes of the Navy once again went into a de- 


cline. It was not until the entanglement of 
the first European War became world wide 
that President Wilson began to advocate 
strengthening the Navy.” 

The House Naval Affairs committee 
noted that its Senate contemporary was 
established 10 Dec. 1816, and the House 
committee on 13 March 1822. A list of 
chairmen of the House Naval group shows 
that Rep. Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) has 
served as chairman since 1931, for the 
longest continuous tenure in that office.

pressed in the reports is as follows: 

“The Army has always been cognizant of 
its responsibility to the Nation in the matter 
of venereal disease. It is expected by the War 
Department that the rates will be lowered 
pursuant to a new policy which permits plac- 
ing men before a board of officers convened 
under provisions of Army Regulations, These 
boards will eliminate men from the service 
if they are habitual AWOL’s, are continually 
contracting venereal diseases, or have other 
definitely undesirable habits or traits of char- 
acter that prevent their becoming good 
soldiers with reasonable training. Already 
more than 6,000 men have been and are be- 
ing sent home from the European theater for 
discharge for the above reasons.” 

Religion and Morality 

Concerning the War Department’s at- 
titude toward morality and religion the 
report states: 

“Military authorities state that they have 
always recognized the vital relationship be- 
tween personal morality and the morale of 
individuals in military units and that they 
have given equal recognition to the necessity 
for maintaining high moral standards if the 


occupation forces are to accomplish their 
mission, 
“The relationships between morale and 


morals were recently summarized by a chap- 
lain with long experience in Europe, in a 
statement to the Committee staff representa- 
tive there. After stating that the receipt of 
mail is more important than living or work- 
ing conditions or the quality of food as an 
immediate factor in morale, he added that 
morale in the longer ranged viewpoint is 
closely connected with soldiers’ morals, He 
feels that no amount of recreation or enter- 
tainment can support the morale of the troops 
when their morals are bad. In his opinion, a 
guilty conscience or a sense of having to hide 
something drives morale down inevitably, and 
he goes on to say that non-Christian actions 
by our soldiers make the task of our occupa- 
tional government more difficult, especially 
with regard to the reaction of that type of 
conduct upon the German people. According 
to him, religion must have first priority for 
three vital reasons—the interest of the 
soldiers, the interest of military government, 
and the interest of the folks back home. 
“This chaplain also commented as to moral 
attitude displayed by cases where company 
commanders and first sergeants had told their 
soldiers, shaken by the experiences of actual 
eombat, to ‘go back to Paris’ and forget it all 
a few days. He said that in his opinion cer- 
tain higher commanders did not give suffi- 
cient encouragement to religious activities, 
with the result that this lack of true interest 
in religion was reflected in the attitude of 
lower commanders and enlisted men of their 
units. The chaplain also feels that the Army 
must change what he considers to be its atti- 
tude toward condoning immorality. In es- 
sence, he emphasizes that we must keep the 
overseas American soldiers Christian in their 
thinking and Christian in their acting, 


“Comments relating to religion and morality 
by War Department representatives are re- 
vealing. Following the cessation of hostilities 
in Germany, the swift occupation of a large 
area by American troops led to certain definite 
maladjustments among the occupying person- 
nel. The need for physical fitness was not 
the compelling necessity that it had been on 
the battlefield, Many felt that they had en- 
dured much and were therefore entitled to 
relax from strenuous effort. Relations with an 
enemy population were new and ill-defined, 
and this population was strange and new to 
Americans both in conduct and in morals, In 
this situation there was definitely an unfor- 
tunate lapse by many American personnel 
from the moral standards which they had 
been taught at home, While this situation was 
recognized as inevitable, and while perhaps 
it was not met as rapidly as could be de- 
sired, it was never condoned by higher head- 
quarters nor by the majority of subordinate 
commanders, Within recent months strong 
measures for the improvement of morale and 
discipline and for the suppression of prosti- 
tution have been taken by responsible au- 
Savttios and are being carried out with suc- 
cess. 


“Chaplains have played a leading role in 
the restoration of moral conditions in Ger- 
many, They have emphasized the social and 
military reasons for right conduct and pre- 
eminently the religious obligation to morality. 
Full recognition has -been given to the vital 
Place of religion in the life of individuals as 
Well as to its force as a motive for honorable 
and moral living.”

ROA Legislative Program 

The Reserve Officers Association will 
support legislation for Universal Train- 
ing, but, like the National Guard and 
American - Legion, favors only four 
months basic training instead of the six 
months proposed by the War Department. 

“Universal Military Training is the 
lifeblood of the Organized Reserve Corps 
and if we are to have Reserve units in 
being we must have Universal Military 
Training,” the ROA asserts. 

Universal Military Training therefore 
heads the list of legislation in which the 
ROA has a primary interest. Other mea- 
sures the ROA will support are: 

“Inactivce duty pay for Reserve Personnel. 

“Retirement for Civilian Components. 

“Single Department of the Armed Forces. 

“Uniform Allowances, 

“Equalization of rights and benefits for Re- 
serve Personnel on active duty for less than 
30 days. 

“Unexpended Officers’ Club Funds. 

“Equalization of privileges for Retired Re- 
serve Personne! with those of the Regular 
Army. 

“Equalization of military leave for Civil 
Service employees to include members of the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps.” 

In support of its contention that four 
months training is adequate, the Reserve 
Officers Association declares : 

“The only effective defense of the Nation is 
units in being in the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves. 
Our Armed Forces should be ready at any 
time to take decisive action to prevent an 
enemy from gaining footholds from which he 
could launch destructive attacks against our 
industries and homes. 

“Basie training for the individual soldier 
may be imparted in 16 weeks including neces- 
sary time for processing. Training on the 
level of a unit such as a regiment should be 
given to the soldier in the unit in which he is 
to serve. Thus, he becomes acquainted with 
his officers and his comrades in arms to de- 
velop the necessary team work for effective 
action. 

“The period of four months basic training 
likewise interferes the least with his formal 
schooling and thus the opposition of educa- 
tors is removed from such legislation.” 

Selected portions of the ROA’s legisla- 
tive program are quoted : 

Inactive Duty Pay for Reserve Personnel 

“Legislation will be proposed to amend 
Section 37a of the National Defense Act by 
striking out the phrase ‘A Reserve Officer 


shall not be entitled to pay and allowances 
except when on active duty’ and to redraft 
Section 55a to provide for ‘like pay for like 
service’ as the National Guard, 

“An approximate formula of the number 
of drills to be allowed for the various types 
of units, has been agreed upon with the Na- 
tional Guard Association so as to avoid op- 
position from that source.” 

Retirement of Civilian Components 

“In the closing session of the 79th Con- 
gress, the bill HR-7063, which contained the 
retirement provisions for the civilian com- 
ponents in Section 208 thereof, passed the 
House of Representatives by unanimous con- 
sent. This bill provided in substance that an 
officer or enlisted man of a reserve component, 
who served for twenty years in the armed 
forces of the United States or a reserve com- 
ponent thereof was entitled to retirement pay 
at age 60 based upon the following: 

“a. No service prior to termination of pres- 
ent wars—Must complete three years active 
federal service subsequent to termination of 
present wars, 

“b,. Five to ten years service prior to termi- 
nation of present wars—Must have completed 
not less than four years active federal service, 
eighteen months to be served subsequent to 
termination of present wars, 

“ce. Ten to fifteen years service prior to 
termination of present wars—Not less than 
four years active service, one year to be 
served subsequent to present wars. 

“d. Fifteen to twenty-five years service 
prior to termination of present wars—Not 
less than four years active service, six months 
to be served subsequent to present wars. 

“e. Over 25 years service—No additional 
active service required. 

“Retirement pay to be computed at rate of 
2% per cent per annum for active duty ser- 
vice and % of one per cent per annum for in- 
active duty service, of the annual base and 
longevity pay he would receive if serving at 
the time retirement pay is granted. 

“The Senate draft of this bill. was S-1974 
which, as reported out of the Committee, was 
in substance the same except that in all cases 
two years active service was required subse- 
quent to present wars, While the provisions 
of the Senate bill as amended were entirely 
unacceptable to us, it was hoped that Senate 
bill S-1974 would pass, then the two drafts 
would be referred to a conference between the 
House and Senate, and the HR-7003 draft 
would be adopted. However, with the ad- 
journment of Congress before final action was 
taken, both of the foregoing bills died and 
we must start over again. 

“Following the adjournment of Congress 
an extensive study of the entire problem was 
instituted by National Headquarters of the 
ROA, After many conferences with the Na- 
tional Guard Association and the various 
service organizations including the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Military 
Order of the World Wars and others, it was 
decided that the practical solution of the 
problem was to again seek the passage of 
HR-7063. This decision was based upon the 
fact that this version has heretofore passed 
the House and has the united support of the 
War Department, National Guard Associa- 
tion, as well as the service organizations. 
Therefore this draft has a better chance of 
being passed than another or different version. 

“This view was concurred in by the Na- 
tional Council, who by resolution directed 
that the ROA direct its energies to obtain 
passage of a system of retirement based upon 
HR-7063—79th Congress.” 

Uniform Allowance 

“The present legislation providing for pay- 
ment of a uniform allowance for newly com- 
missioned officers is effective only for the 
period of the duration of the war plus six 
months. The financial burden placed upon 
the ROTC graduate to provide himself with 
required uniforms and equipment is substan- 
tial and it is only just and equitable that a 
uniform allowance be provided.” 


Sale of Furlough Tickets 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
is now studying a petition filed by eastern 
railroads asking the ICC to rescind its 
order extending the sale of furlough 
tickets through 30 Jan. 

Public hearing, originally scheduled in 
December for hearing arguments of the 
railroads and the Armed Services on the 
railroads’ bid for stopping the sale of 
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furlough tickets, have been postponed in- 
definitely at the railroads’ request. 

Hearings will not be re-scheduled, it 
was said this week, until the ICC rules 
on the most recent petition from the ralil- 
roads. It charges that because the intro- 
duction of furlough rates was made 
voluntarily by the railroads, the ICO 
order extending their sale is illegal. 

Under existing circumstances, the sale 
of furlough tickets on all but four lines 
operating east of the Mississippi River 
will terminate with the close of business 
30 Jan. Furlough tickets are good for 90 
days. 








Atomic Energy Control 


The transfer of the organization and 
facilities of the Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trict to the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission at midnight 31 Dec. was an- 
nounced jointly this week by the Secre- 
tary of War and the Commission. 

Under the terms of the Atomic Energy 
Act and Executive Order of the Presi- 
dent, and in accordance with agreements 
between the War Department and the 
Commission, the Manhattan District was 
taken over intact without interruption of 
operations or of contractual arrange- 
ments. 

Maj. Gen. L. R. Groves was relieved of 
all responsibility for the operations of 
the project. At the request of the Com- 
mission all other military personnel are 
continuing in their assignments until re- 
organization of the agency is far ad- 
vanced enough to enable the commission 
to replace Army officers or to offer posi- 
tions to non-Regular Army personnel 
who desire to remain as civilians. 

Personnel involved in the transfer in- 
cluded 254 officers, of whom 76 are Regu- 
lar Army and eight Regular Navy, and 
1,688 enlisted men, There are about 3,- 
950 civilian employees of the government 
and 37,800 employees of contract opera- 
tors. Total project personnel is 42,892. 

Secretary of War Patterson, in a state- 
ment on the transfer, said: 

“With the transfer of responsibility of the 
Nation's atomic energy program from the 
War Department to the U. 8. Atomic Energy 
Commission, we will have carried out the Jong 
range plans of President Roosevelt, President 
Truman, Secretary Stimson, and General Mar- 
shall, who months before Hiroshima clearly 
recognized that Congress should create an 
independent agency of the government to carry 
on this vital work.” 

The members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission joined Secretary Patterson 
in paying tribute to General Groves for 
his outstanding service in directing the 
program for four and one-half years. 

“As Commanding General of the Manhattan 
Project,” the Commission statement said, 
“General Groves has borne a responsibility 
not only unique for an Army officer but also 
vita] to the security and welfare of the people 
of the United States. The Commission wants 
to express to Genera] Groves its full acknowl- 
edgment of his great service to our country.” 

The Commission added: 

“We are confident that in carrying out the 
program defined by Congress in the Atomic 
Energy Act, we will have the full ceoperation 
of the War and Navy Departments, of Gen- 
eral Brereton and his committee, and of the 
other agencies of the Government concerned 
in the broad program.” 


AWOL Penalties 


Army officers exercising General Courts 
Martial jurisdiction are being informed 
that following general policies adopted in 
the administration of the War Depart- 
ment’s post-war clemency program sen- 
tences for typical unauthorized absences 
not subject to limitations of punishment 
prescribed in paragraph 104c, Manual for 
Courts Martial, are generally being re- 
duced to the following levels: 

For AWOL of less than one month, one 
and one-half to three and one-half years. 

For AWOL from six to 12 months, two 
and one half to four and one-half years. 

For AWOL more than one year, three 
to five years. 

If AWOL was to avoid embarkation or 
hazardous duty, six to ten years. 

Sentences in typical cases vary within 
the above depending on previous record, 
circumstances under which the offense 
was committed, and manner of termina- 
tion of absence.

Transportation Of Dependents 


Hinging on whether or not an officer 
bad a dependent wife on the date on 
which he was required to commence travel 
to his new permanent station, the Comp- 
troller General has ruled that a Maj. John 
M,. Wilson (0-24280) is entitled to pay- 
ment of transportation of his wife, from 
the place where she was located at the 
time of their marriage, to his new perma- 
nent station, Washington, D. C. 


In the case of 1st Lt. Mason J. Young, 
jr., (0-26603), the decision is that as the 
officer was married after the date on 
which he was required to commence travel 
to his new permanent station, Camp San 
Luis Obispo, Calif., no right to transpor- 
tation of a dependent accrued by reason 
of his marriage en route. 

Both officers were married after re- 
turn from overseas duty. 


The official synopsis of the ruling fol- 
lows: 

“An Army officer who was detached from 
his overseas station without being assigned a 
new permanent station, such station being as- 
signed upon his arrival at a temporary station 
in the United States for processing and dis- 
position, is entitled under section 12 of the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 to transporta- 
tion to the new station for his wife whom he 
married before the expiration of leave granted 
after arrival at the temporary station—that 
is, before he was required to commence travel 
under the orders assigning a new permanent 
station—the cost not to exceed that from the 
temporary station, 

“Where orders detaching an Army officer 
from his overseas station and assigning him 
to a permanent station in the United States 
were amended to authorize a delay for pur- 
poses of recuperation, etc., prior to complet- 
ing travel to the new station, the officer, who 
was married during the period of authorized 
delay—that is, on a date after he was required 
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to commence travel from his old station to 
the new—acquired no right under section 12 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 to trans- 
portation to the new station for his wife by 
reason of such amending orders.”

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War Dept. Presses for UMT 


The War Department’s case for Uni- 
versal Military Training was set forth 
this week in a booklet prepared for mem- 
bers of the 80th Congress. 

Points stressed in favor of the plan are 
that the whole cost of UMT for one year 
would be less than three days of war, 
that the atom bomb does not make armies 
unnecessary but on the contrary increases 
the need for trained men, that UMT is 
necessary to rebuild the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves, that it is a plan 
of peace, and that it is the essence of 
democracy. 

Admitting that the cost will be con- 
siderable, the booklet states that it would 
be small compared to the cost of unpre- 
paredness. 

The booklet declares that “Probably 
enough money could be saved by unifying 
the Army and Navy to cover the cost” of 
UMT. Inasmuch as present estimates for 
the annual cost of UMT is one billion 
dollars, this statement means that the 
War Department anticipates a savings of 
that much out of the President’s unifica- 
tion plan. 

Asserting that time spent in military 
training is not lost, the booklet states: 

“Anything that constructively employs 
the mind or body contributes to its de- 
velopment. In the business of military 
training, the field of leadership is wide 
open.” 

It is emphasized that a substantial part 
of the training would be devoted to phy- 
sical development. 

UMT units, it is argued, would enable 
National Guard units to attain their re- 
quired strength in perhaps four or five 
years, a similar contribution to active 
Reserve units being claimed. 

In answer to critics of the plan who 
state that the United Nations make UMT 
unnecessary, the booklet says: 

“This will take time. In the meantime, 
the stability of the UN and of the world 
must derive from the strength of the 
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major powers promoting it, and the force 
they put back of it. Their contribution 
will be augmented by the strength of their 
individual position. Law is the answer, 
but the force of law is gauged by the 
means to enforce it.” 

Throughout the pamphlet emphasis is 
on UMT as the most economical method 
of maintaining security, linked with the 
assertion that it is in the American tra- 
dition. In this vein it says: 

“As a people, we reject the idea of a 
large standing Army, both from fiscal 
and social considerations. In a prosperous 
country like ours, with advantages of 
home life and high standards of living, 
a large Regular Army could not be main- 
tained by voluntary enlistments. Volun- 
tary enlistments also result in a fluctuat- 
ing strength. We also reject, from social 
considerations, the idea of permanent 
peacetime conscription for military ser- 
vice.” 

A considerable portion of the booklet 
is given over to an explanation of how 
the UMT plan would work, as previously 
announced by the War Department, and 
to a series of questions and answers re- 
garding the most frequent objections to 
the plan. 

“A mercenary army,” the booklet says, 
“could easily become the tool of a dicta- 
tor. A people’s army cannot easily be so 
used.” 

Pointing out that our jurisprudence 
does not rest on a voluntary jury system 
that taxes are not based on a voluntary 
taxpaying system and that our education- 
al system is compulsory, it says: 

“UMT would simply be compulsory edu- 
cation is self-defense and in the defense of 
home and country—a purpose much more 
significant in consequences than many 
other forms of compulsion.”

Transportation Corps Reorganize 
Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey, Chief of 
Transportation, announced that effective

With the beginning of 1947, the Navy 
has reorganized its operating forces un- 
der a previously-announced plan which 
is designed to reduce command overh¢ad 
and simplify fleet organization in the 
light of war experience. 

All numbered fleets were abolished 1 
Jan., except for one task fleet in each 
ocean, for carrying out special opera- 
tional and training functions. Incident to 
the reorganization, as a feature of the 
economy program, battleship forces have 
been reduced to two—the USS Missouri 
in the Atlantic, and the USS Iowa in the 
Pacific. 

Ships have been redistributed among 
the following major commands:

U. S, Atlantic Fleet, under Adm. Marc A.

Connolly, which includes all naval forces in 
European waters and the Mediterranean.

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Navy Studies “Trivision”

vision to have military importance in 
many fields, an announcement said. 

The Trivision process produces photo- 
graphs true to life in depth, with a single 
lens, without the use of special viewing 
devices. Trivision film is produced by 
treating ordinary photographic film with 
a special lenticular surface during manu- 
facture.

“5. When in a transient status between sea 
duty assignments.” 





Release Marine Aviators 

Because budgetary limitations require 
a reduction in officer strength in Marine 
Corps aviation, Marine Corps Reserve 
officers who were formerly Naval Avia- 
tion Cadets and commissioned subsequent 
to 1 Dec. 1945 may request immediate 
release to inactive duty. 

Contracts to serve for four years or 
contracts to serve one year beyond com- 
pletion of advanced flight training will be 
waived in the case of each officer request- 
ing such release. Requests for release 
should be submitted to the Commandant 
prior to 15 Feb. 





Marine Officers’ Uniforms 

The date on which Marine officers were 
ordered to possess minimum articles of 
uniform, listed in LI 1286, has been post- 
poned from 1 Jan. to1 July. 

The minimum requirements of uniform 
listed in that letter are for all Regular 
and Reserve officers ordered to or retained 
on continuous active duty for periods of 
six months or more.

The following interesting exchange of 
letters was made public this week: 

3 December 1946 
The Superintendent, 
United States Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Maryland. 
Dear Sir: 

Shortly after the surrender of Japan, sev- 
eral units of the United States Pacific Fleet 
put in at Colombo, Ceylon, on their way home, 
Many of the officers of these fleet units gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy the same year 
I graduated from West Point. These naval 
officers were full of buoyancy and excitement, 
still holding the keen edge of battle-fitness 
to which they had been honed during the 
war. I asked the group how it had been, out 
there in the naval battles of the Pacific. One 
of them flicked a glance at the great grey 
ships floating impressively in the harbor. 
When he looked at those vessels the pride 
shone in his face like a light. He said: “We 
just beat hell out of them, that’s all.” 

Later, when I witnessed the disintegration 
of our Army and Navy and Air Force, I was 
depressed to think that the powerful spiritual 
tide which had lifted our Armed Forces to 
victory was ebbing, perhaps never to be seen 
again. War has few consolations, but cer- 
tainly the greatest of these few is the oppor- 
tunity to witness the growth of a team spirit, 
morale, esprit de corps—call it what you will 
—which overcomes the ego of the individual 
and lifts him to supreme heights of courage 
and determination as a member of a team. 
While thanking God for the end of a devastat- 
ing war, I reserved a regret that I would see 
no more of that great team spirit for victory. 

But last Saturday, watching the Army- 
Navy game, I saw that spirit again in the 
Brigade of Midshipmen. A twelfth man was 
on the field playing with your Navy football 
team—a twelfth man placed there by the utter 
determination of the Middies for victory. It 
is not to disparage our own great West Point 
team that I say this. They won the game, in 
my opinion, against odds of 12 to 11, I know 
beyond any doubt that should the conditions 
be reversed, you of Navy will in turn feel 
the terrible strength of that twelfth man, Yes 
sir, you had a twelfth man on the field last 
Saturday. I was over-joyed to know that he 
is still around. I heard great things of him 
at Midway and Tarawa and the Philippine 
Sea.

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Navy Wartime Casualties 

As evidence of the extent and severity 
of World War II, a Captain in the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Navy has compiled figures 
showing that naval personnel suffered 
eight times the number of killed and 
wounded in this war as in all previous 
wars of the United States combined. 

Capt. Louis H. Roddis (MC) USN, 
presents these figures in a study of “Naval 
and Marine Corps Casualties in the Wars 
of the United States,” contained in the 
October issue of The Military Surgeon. 
His study has correlated casualty reports 
of each conflict in which the Navy has 
engaged. Chief among his difficulties, he 
writes, is the “disparity” which exists in 
various publications and reports of the 
number of killed and wounded. He says: 

“One of the principal reasons for variation 
in figures of killed or wounded in any par- 
ticular action is the lack of a uniform defi- 
nition of a casualty. Some authors give only 
those who were killed in action; others give 
killed and died of wounds in the list of killed; 
others list those who subsequently died of 
wounds among the wounded, but not among 
the killed. It is easy to’ see how confusing 
figures have arisen in such cases, Some 
casualty reports contain missing, prisoners, 
or those who died of disease, and others do 
not include these groups. We have too, the 
question of whether war casualties are to in- 
clude killed and injured in accidents during 
military operations or those who were lost 
at sea in shipwreck. In some reports these 
are included, in others they are not. During 








World War I, cases that were gassed were 
included among the wounded in some reports 
and omitted in other lists. It is thus seen that 
before the reports of casualties in different 
wars can be compared, some common defi- 
nition of casualties must be adopted and fol- 
lowed in correlating the statistics.” 


Captain Roddis has neverthless com- 
piled the following table listing the con- 
flicts in which Navy and Marine Corps 
casualties occurred, the number of killed, 
the number of wounded, and the total 
of killed and wounded for each war. 

In his conclusions, Captain Roddis de- 
clares: 

“The desperate character of the fighting at 
sea and in amphibious operations in World 
War II is shown by the high casualties oc- 
curring on individual ships. On one heavy 
cruiser, for example, every officer and man 
was killed or wounded. The losses of aviation 
groups, submarine crews, and the initial 
waves of landing forces at times were ex- 
tremely high. Forces engaged in mining and 
mine-sweeping operations, removal of under- 
water obstructions and similar tasks involved 
special hazards, The Marine Corps suffered 
heavily in the operations connected with 
amphibious landings, and naval personnel in 
the beach parties shared their dangers and 
losses. 

“The figures on casualties in World War II 
are not yet final due to the changes which 
will result from the return of prisoners of 
war some of whom were listed as missing or 
dead. It is probable that one or two more 
years will be required before the numbers on 
the casualties of World War II can be ad- 
justed to a final figure.”

Pay of Temporary Rear Admirals 
: According to a blanket decision of the 
Comptroller General no increase in re- 
tired pay is authorized for an officer re- 
tired with the rank of rear admiral if re- 
tired after 30 June 1946 with the pay of 
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French & Belgium Fourrageres .. 1.75 
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rear admiral of the upper half because 
there will have been no change in rank 
on his part. The official synopsis of the 
ruling follows. 

“Under sections 10(e) of the act of 24 July 
1941, as amended, and 7(c) of the act of 21 
February 1946, fixing the highest rank in 
which a Navy officer may be retired and re- 
ceive retired pay based thereon as the high- 
est ‘rank’ attained under a temporary ap- 
pointment on or prior to 30 June 1946, the in- 
crease in pay resulting when a temporary 
rear admiral reached such a position on the 
list of rear admirals on the active list as to 
be entitled to the pay of a rear admiral (up- 
per half) subsequent to 30 June 1946, without 
a change in ‘rank,’ may not be reflected in 
the computation of the officer’s retired pay.” 


Civil Use of Navy Radar 


One of the latest wartime developed 
radar sets, the GPN-2, built by Bendix 
Aviation Corporation, has been loaned by 
the Navy to the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority for use in airway traffic control 
in the Pittsburgh area.

> the forthcoming revision of the income tax law, it is important that Congress 
move to relieve active and retired personnel of the Armed Forces from liability 
thereunder. It is incongruous that Service men and women should repay part 
of their salaries back to the Government which employs them. In effect it consti- 
tutes a reduction in the income which Congress and the people agreed to pay them. 
Under present conditions, too, there is a great disparity as to income tax liability 
between various categories of Service personnel. On the active list, those below 
the grade of Commissioned Warrant Officer need pay no tax on their Service in- 
comes, while those above are given only a “military” exemption of $1,500 in addition 
to their usual exemptions. On the retired list an even greater disparity exists, for 
those who retire for physical disability are entirely exempted from income tax 
liability on their retired pay, while those retired for age, length of service, ete., are 
subject to the full force of the tax without even the “military” exemption given those 
on the active list. It is this latter category of personnel which is hardest hit, for 
in their transition from the active to the retired list their total income, including pay 
and allowances, is cut virtually in half. Yet at this time they lose the $1,500 special 
“military” exemption and are subject to the full force of the income tax, which 
means a considerable reduction in the amount left for living expenses. It is well 
known that Service pay never keeps pace with civilian pay nor with the cost of 
living. It should not be thrown further out of line by imposition of the income tax. 

Another gross inequality to which Congress should give prompt attentidn is 
the present situation whereby former enlisted men and warrant officers of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, who served as officers during the war, are given 
retirement in the highest grade they held with retired pay based on that grade, yet 
similar personnel in the Army must revert to their former enlisted or warrant 
grades for retirement unless they can prove physical disability in their war grades. 
This should be corrected at once and the extra pay made retroactive for those al- 
ready retired in their lower grades. 


HEN President Truman conferred with Vice Admiral Louis B. Denfeld, USN, 

early this week upon the problems the latter will face when he takes over his 
new post on 1 February as Commander in Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet, the Chief Execu- 
tive must also have been mindful of the Admiral’s accomplishments in his present 
Post as Chief of Naval Personnel and Deputy Chief of Naval Operations for Per- 
sonnel. Aided by the sincere interest and support of Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, 
plus the solid foundation of personnel administration laid down during the active 
war period by Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, USN, Admiral Denfeld has carried the 
personnel problems of the Sea Services over the trying period that followed the 
surrender of Japan and has prepared the legislation upon which the permanent 
post-war Regular service will be based. Admiral Denfeld took over the personnel 
job in September of 1945, fresh from duty as Commander of Battleship Division 9 
which operated in support of the Okinawa landings, was a part of the fast task 
force which struck at Japanese home islands, and participated in shore bombard- 
ments of Hokkaido and Honshu. Immediately he succeeded to the task of directing 
demobilization. To expedite the discharge of those who wished to leave the Navy 
immediately, he was instrumental in devising the plan whereby Naval Reserve of- 
ficers and enlisted men and Temporary Regular Naval officres were authorized to be 
retained on active duty for extended periods. So successful has that been that pro- 
vision will be included in the new legislation to continue to utilize the services of 
these men during peace in order that*the Navy may meet its needs for more or 
less officers as the occasion requires. Also under his regime, and with the aid and 
guidance of Mr. Forrestal, the “transfer law” was drafted and enacted, which au- 
thorizes the transfer of Naval Reserve and Temporary Regular Navy officers to 
the Regular Navy Commissioned list. This act authorizes the Navy to have a maxi- 
mum commissioned strength of 35,000. At the same time this was before Congress, 
another vital measure also was being enacted—that permitting the retirement of 
all Naval officers in the highest temporary grade in which they served satisfactorily. 
Now Admiral Denfeld has prepared for submission to Congress a new promotion 
bill to replace the pre-war system of permanent promotion. Admiral Denfeld will 
have left Washington before Congress takes up this new bill, but we urge that 
it be made public so that those officers with the Fleet may have ample time to 
comment upon it before it is enacted.

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Scientists Hear AAF Leaders 

Maj. Gen. Curtis B. LeMay, Deputy 
Chief of Air Staff for Research and De- 
velopment, and Brig. Gen. Malcolm C. 
Grow, the Air Surgeon, addressed the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science at Boston, Mass., 27 
Dec., discussing problems in the research 
and development field. 

General LeMay called for the estab- 
lishment of an Air Engineering Develop- 
ment Center as essential to provide the 
technical knowledge to maintain lasting 





peace 

“Two of the factors that gave us vic- 
tory in the past are gone,” General Le- 
May said. “Japan lost these advantages 
at the close of World War II, and finding 
herself facing a nation possessing supe- 
rior air weapons and the atomic bomb, 
went down in defeat, even though she 
still had intact over seven million men 
under arms. Let us hope we never find 
ourselves in a similar position. 

“The Air Forces, in facing this pos- 
sibility, hag established a Research and 
Development Program based upon ampli- 
fication and refinement of one of the two 
remaining factors which contributed to- 
* ward our victory in the last war—the in- 
tegration of our national resources into 
a ‘winning team’ composed of scientists, 
industry and the Armed Forces.” 

General Grow discussed research and 
development problems in the aero-medical 
field. Pointing out the problems posed by 
the use of modern aircraft he said: 

“Jet and rocket propulsion permit new 
definitions of speed. Aircraft so powered 
ean reach altitudes hitherto impossible 
with reciprocating engines, and they 





bring into being urgent problems of hu- 
man physiology which we must solve if 
these aircraft are to be manned.”

Command, foremost wartime pioneer of 
world air routes and today’s official air 
link with most of the United Nations, is 
marking its first year of peacetime opera- 
tion with a special showing of 200 hu- 
man interest photographs taken at ran- 
dom along ATC’s vast network of over- 
seas flights, now open to the public at the 
Museum of Science and Industry, Rocke- 
feller Center, in New York City. 

Included is a collection of water colors 
by Maj. Harold H. Sims, soldier-artist, 
whose wartime duties as a navigator with 
the Air Transport Command took him 
to remote sections of India,-China, Aus- 
tralia, Europe and Iceland.

nautic establishment comprised of some 
35-40,000 aircraft of 152 models and 50 
prototypes, over 100 aircraft carriers, and 
177 continental and 100 extra-continental 
shore stations. 

The organization, itself, implements a 
war-born concept of technical supply of 
which aviation possesses the original pro- 
totype. In this structure, the Aviation 
Supply Office, the Supply-Demand Con- 
trol Point, is the central control office to 
which aviation intelligence flows and is 
there recorded, and by which aviation 
supply action within the shore establish- 
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ment is taken. This office is responsible 
jointly to the Bureau of Aeronautics and 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 
By this means, sound and standard in- 
ventory control procedures and methods 
are applied to aviation materials, with 
coordination control exercised by BuS- 
andA and, at the same time, with com- 
patibility of the application to fulfill- 
ment of the technical aeronautic opera- 
tional and maintenance requirement as- 
sured by BuAer. In other words, the ASO 
and the Aviation Supply System are re- 
sponsible to BuSandA for the day-to-day 
functioning of this specialized supply sys- 
tem as part of the general naval supply 
organization, but are responsible to Bu- 
Aer for the end result as measured by 
support of aircraft operations, mainte- 
nance and overhaul, and for technical ad- 
vice and direction. 

The Aviation Supply Officer performs, 
with few exceptions, the stock control, 
procurement and distribution functions 
for aviation material, equipment and 
spares for the whole aviation-supply sys- 
tem of the shore establishment. For some 
500,000 aviation items, usage data, inter- 
changeability data and “pipeline” factors 
are applied to projected CNO aircraft 
programs to determine the gross items 
future support requirements of a known 
program, from which the ASO determines 
the program’s net requirement by compar- 
ison with item information of material in 
the system and that on order. 

The system is comprised of the five 
continental distribution points and stock 
reservoirs at NASD, Norfolk; ASA, Oak- 
land, and NASD, Philadelphia; portions 
of the storage capacity of NSD, Clear- 
field, and NSD, Mechanicsburg, which are 
used simply as bulk stock storage for ma- 
terial reserves ; eleven major and/or Spe- 
cialized Stock Points at the large Naval 
Air Stations, and many Depéndent and 
Satellite air stations and naval air facili- 
ties. The gross storage space encompassed 
by the continental Aviation Supply Sys- 
tem is some 23 millions of square feet of 
warehoused storage. 

The NASD at Philadelphia is, jointly 
with the Aviation Supply Office, under the 
command of the Aviation Supply Officer. 
This aviation material reservoir and dis- 
tribution point includes 1,290,000 square 
feet in warehouse facilities, plus the serv- 
ice facilities required by both ASO and 
NASD, and is utilized as a laboratory for 
testing aviation supply methods, proce- 
dures and techniques. This depot now 
employs 2,170 civilians and 64 military 
personnel which have been reduced from 
3,150 and 289, respectively, on V-J Day, 
at which time the depot was receiving and 
issuing an average of 7,900 tons of ma- 
terial each month in support of Fleet and 
fleet servicing activities. 

The control office, itself, employs 1,148 
civilians and 203 military personnel and 
utilizes some 275,000 square feet of floor 
space. At the height of the war, these 
personnel figures were 2,180 and 890, re- 
spectively. 

Assurance of supply with the maximum 
economy in expenditure of the nation’s 
natural ‘resources, manpower, plant ca- 
pacity and funds are the end results 
obtained from operation of ASO and the 
Aviation Supply System. Assurance is 
given to operating commanders that the 
right carburetor is on hand when re- 
quired, but, at the same time, those com- 
manders are assured that the Train and 
staging depots are not overloaded and 
made slow and inefficient by unnecessary 
material and that the maximum of ap- 
propriated funds are made available for 
training operations and for research and 
development. Assurance is furnished the 
voting public that only necessary expen- 
ditures of public funds are made, and 
that, basically more important, the na- 
tion’s natural resources and productive 
capacity are not taxed beyond the point 
actually necessary to the support of the 
naval air-sea program. 
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1946 AAF Developments 


The year 1946 was outstanding for the 
Army Air Forces, so far as new research 
and new developments in the field of 
military aviation were concerned. It was 
a year which saw the transition of the 
jet airplane ftom the novelty stage to 
the category of accepted and proven air- 
craft; a year which saw the birth of the 
10,000 mile superbomber; a year which 
launched America’s first rocket-powered 
airplane. And in addition, the AAF’s first 
postwar year ushered in several new 
planes and engines of importance to the 
peacetime Air Force. 

The first of these was the XP-81, a 
long-range jet fighter built by the Con- 
solidated-Vultee Aircraft Corporation. 
The XP-81 is a departure from the con- 
ventional in that it employs both the pro- 
peller and the jet engine. The XP-81 com- 
pleted its first test flight 25 Jan. 

A month later, 28 Feb., the most pub 
licized of the AAF’s new fighter craft, 
the Republic XP-84, successfully com- 
pleted its first test flight at Muroc 
(Calif.) Army Air Base. Later in the 
year the XP-84 set a new American speed 
record of 619 miles per hour. 

Contracts have been let to Republic for 
500 P-S4s and it will join the Lockheed 
P-80 as the AAF’s two standard jet fight- 
ers. 

The same month, February, saw two 
more aeronautical developments of note 
—Bell Aircraft’s XP-83, an experimental 
jet fighter, and Republic’s XF-12 a high- 
speed, four-engine photographic plane. 

In early April, the AAF announced an- 
other high-speed photo plane, the FP-80, 
a modified version of the Lockheed P-80 
Shooting Star. The P-80 was especially 
adaptable to photographic work since its 
power plant is in the rear, leaving the 
nose of the plane free for camera instal- 
lation. 

On 17 May the Army Air Forces’ first 
jet-propelled bomber took to the air. It 
was the Douglas XB-43, a twin-jet plane 
capable of generating 8,000 pounds of 
thrust. 

At the Wright Field, Ohio, national 
press tour, the AAF announced the exist- 
ence of the XP-79, the “Flying Ram.” 
Built by Northrop, who for years had ex- 
perimented with flying wings, the tiny 
plane is an all-metal, ‘pressurized wing 
capable of attaining speeds in the 500 
mile-per-hour class. 

About the same time, in early June, 
the AAF announced the details of its 
latest liaison plane, the Consolidated- 
Vultee L-13, a versatile flying jeep. 

On 25 July the first of the AAF’s two 
superbombers successfully completed its 
first test flight. The XB-35, the Northrop 
Flying Wing, took off from Muroc Army 
Air Base in California and stayed aloft 
approximately 30 minutes. 

Shortly thereafter, 8 Aug., the second 
and larger of the superbombers, the Con- 
solidated-Vultee B-36, completed its first 
test flight at Fort Worth. The B-36 is the 
world’s largest land-based bomber and is 
the AAF’s first six-engine bomber. 

Another AAF contribution to jet pro- 
pulsion was the General Electric-devel- 
oped, Allison-manufactured J-35 jet en- 
gine. The J-35 will be used to power many 
of the AAF’s forthcoming new jet planes. 

At the end of October, another power- 
ful engine was unveiled—this time a re 
ciprocating engine (the world’s most pow- 
erful), the XR-7755, designed and devel- 
oped by the Lycoming Division of the 
Aviation Corporation. 

December brought the most sensational 
of the year’s aviation developments. On 
8 Dec. the AAF’s first rocket-powered 
plane, the Bell XS-1, successfully com- 
pleted a 19 minute flight, seven minutes of 
which was under power. 


Equipped With C-82s 

Employing 16 C-82 Packets, the war- 
famed 36th Squadron of the 316th Troop 
Carrier Group, based at Pope Field, N. 
C., is the first post-war AAF unit to be 
completely equipped with the new “Fly- 
ing Boxcars,” it was announced recently 
by Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams, Command- 
ing General of the Ninth Air Force. 

The revolutionary designed C-82 with & 
boxcar-like fuselage got into production 
too late to see action in World War 1, 
but the big, twin-engine giant has beeD 
adopted as the standard troop carrier air- 
craft and is replacing the Douglas C-47 
and Curtiss C-46 in the Ninth Air Force.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The House Special Committee on Postwar Economic Policy 
and Planning, in what it calls a unanimous report (although one of its members 
declares he was not consulted on certain items) sharply criticizes Russian trade 
tactics in Europe and demands an American assertion of positive leadership in Cen- 
tral Europe. The report deprecates the effectiveness of military government and 
expresses the belief that “Until civilian control is established over the governmental 
and economic reconstruction of Germany and the military occupation is reduced 
to its proper role of security and policing, no really effective economic administration 
is possible.” The Committee also “calls attention of the military authorities to the 
economic stagnation caused by the weak position of our Civil Affairs Division of the 
Army with relation to the local military commanders.” Continuing the report states, 
“It seems essential that occupation policy should afford a more authoritative channel 
of command so that the policies determined by the Office of Military Government 
(United States) will be carried out by the district commanders of our occupying 
forces. Such a policy seems to prevail in the British Zone.” One of the strongest pro- 
posals actually envisions a possibility of demanding that Russia withdraw from 
Germany. The report states: “Most serious of all violations of the Potsdam agree- 
ments is the alleged rearming of Russia by German piants in the Russian-controlled 
zones, including the rocket-making plants and testing grounds at Peenemunde, which 
were to have been scrapped. If this allegation is established as a fact by the joint 
inspection teams which have been agreed to but not yet permitted to operate in 
Russian Zones, this act would call for denunciatign of the entire Potsdam agreement. 
The western Allies would have every just ground for a demand on Russia to evacuate 
Germany completely and redraw the boundaries in order to create a Germany capable 
of democratic progress and one that would be subject to control over arms. The Sec- 
retary of State, in his Stuttgart speech, reminded the world that the eastern boun- 
daries of Germany are not yet drawn.” The report urged an even tougher attitude 
toward Russia, avering that “Russia’s future plans depend for their early launching 
on great aid from the United States. Refusal to give them aid is the only language 
of argument that is understood by a regime that is based entirely on enforcement 
of its will, both internally and externally. The only limits of totalitarian power of 
this sort is meeting a stone wall.” 

The United Nations Security Council on Monday will grapple with the difficult 
issue raised by the offering of two conflicting resolutions—that of Soviet Russia 
calling for working-out a program to reduce armaments of every sort “within three 
months,” and that of the United States calling for immediate consideration of the 
atomic energy matter, alone, before considering other weapons and troop numbers. 
At the moment it does not appear that either proposal will be withdrawn in favor 
of the other, In that case decision must be made by vote, with every likelihood that 
the minority will be resentful. Far from the previous week’s “agreement” within 
the UN Atomic Nnergy group promising international harmony, as interpreted by 
the optimistic observers, it came close to meaning nothing at all; handing over the 
problem to the Security Council merely put it in the hands of a body where the veto 
can be absolute. It will be difficult to prevail upon any nation, our own included, to 
accept any program for ultimate world security if the program appears to endanger 
the particular and {mmediate security of that paticular nation. That is our exact 
attitude in the matter of the atomic bomb; the Baruch plan proposes that we sur- 
render our exclusive knowledge of it, but only under conditions which we believe will 
provide us with security, and properly so. It was painfully apparent last week that 
the opposition to our no-compromise attitude was not made up solely of Soviet Russia 
and the usual Russian satellites. Britain and Canada indicated reluctance to give us 
on this issue the staunch support which had been expected. 

Neither at home nor abroad does the new year start favorably for France. M. 
Blum, the interim chief of government (the two houses are to meet at Versailles on 
16 Jan. to choose a President under the new and unsatisfying constitution) has dis- 
patched troops to Indo-China to help General LeClerc in his difficult task of restoring 
order, and at the same time has initiated suggestions of a pacific settlement. The 
rebellious Viet-namese are indisposed to accept any terms short of independence, 
and they are so numerous that their wishes can neither be ignored nor easily crushed 
out. French forces, vastly better armed and organized, are being reinforced from 
France, but they will remain relatively very few in numbers and able to occupy se- 
curely only small sections of so vast an area. As if this were not disadvantageous 
enough, the French field command is hardly able to count upon any firm support from 
a wobbling home government which still is temporary and whose successor is even 
now uncertain. Presumably it will be headed by M. Edouard Herriot, a pre-war 
premier, but that will remain in doubt until the election two weeks hence. General 
DeGaulle’s dark view of his country’s future was expressed in his refusal to be con- 
sidered as a candidate for the Presidency ; he had no desire to “preside impotent over 
an impotent state.” Even on so important an issue as that of the Saar, upon which 
there continues a fierce disagreement between the French and the American occupa- 
tion authorities, it is impossible at this time to feel that current French decisions 
are binding. 

Dispatches from China bring word of demonstrations by college students and 
others against the continued presence of American military personnel in their coun- 
try. The fact that these incidents continue to occur while General of the Army Marshall 
carries on his efforts to bring peace between the warring factors there is rather posi- 
tive evidence that the Chinese don’t want us and are resentful of our attempts to help 
them. In view of this situation one may look for Congressional inquiry into the pres- 
ence of our troops there and a subsequent effort to bring them home. 
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Enlistment Extension Program—aA survey throughout the six Army Areas in 
connection with the present reenlistment and recruiting campaign shows that the 
current percentage of extensions of enlistments and reenlistments has failed to reach 
a satisfactory level. 

As the number of men who are encouraged to remain in the Regular Army will 
determine in a large measure the success of the volunteer recruiting program, in- 
creased effort is being urged from all concerned. 

Additional action is being urged at all posts, camps and stations, to include a 
thorough orientation of all military personnel on the importance of an all-volunteer 
three-year man Regular Army, completion of interviews, and review of the existing 
recruiting programs. 





Women’s Army Corps—Maj. Pauline V. Linch has been appointed WAC Staff 
Director for the Pacific Theatre. She succeeds Capt. Agnes A. Mashidlausky who will 
return to the United States in the near future. 

Major Linch arrived’in Tokyo recently after two years as WAC Staff Director 
of the Fourth Service Command, later the Seventh Army, at Atlanta, Ga. She is a 
graduate of the University of Pennsylvania and left a teaching position at Dobbins 
Vocational High School, Philadelphia, to enter the first WAC officer candidate 
class at Ft. Des Moines, Ia., in July, 1942. Subsequent assignmenés included duty at 
four of the five WAC training centers and with G-2, War Department. The new WAC 
Staff Director is a graduate of Command and General Staif School, Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kan. 


Marine Corps—Additional compensation has been authorized, effective 1 Jan., for 
enlisted men for proficiency with the weapons they are required to use, rather than 
exclusively for qualification with the .30-caliber rifle. Enlisted men may be required 
to use any one of the following arms, with which they may qualify: 

“Rifle, caliber .30; Carbine, caliber .30; Rifle, automatic, caliber .30; Pistol, auto- 
matic, caliber .45; Submachine gun, caliber .45; and Revolver, caliber .38. Recruits 
undergoing initial training are considered as being required to use the caliber .30 
rifle.” 


Changes in the Marine Corps Manual, forwarded with LI 1382, prescribe that “no 
enlisted man will, during any period, receive additional compensation for qualifica 
tion under more than one grade designation with the same arm, or for qualification in 


the use of more than one arm.” 

The new regulations also protect the enlisted man from loss of extra pay as the 
result of being “assigned duty which requires the use of another weapon, or when the 
type of weapon used in connection with this duty has been changed.” 

“The qualification of an officer or an enlisted man with a given weapon remains 


in effect for a period of 1 year from the date of qualification or requalification, pro- 
vided that during that time, he does not attain a higher or lower qualification or fail 
to requalify with such weapon. Officers and enlisted men who are not afforded an oy 


portunity, or who are not required to requalify, may wear the badge of the last 
qualification or requalification.” 


John Pugh to Retire—After 44 years of public service, 32 of which have been 
in connection with congressional appropriations work, Mr. John C. Pugh, clerk of 
the House Committee on Appropriations, whose work on Service appropriations bills 
has made him known throughout the Forces, expects to sever his relation to that 
committee in the near future. Because Mr. Pugh has said, “I will accommodate myself 
to the wishes of the committee,” and as it is believed the committee will wish him to 
continue his duties, his many friends in Congressional halls are pulling for him to 
remain. 

Mr. Pugh agrees that he is attached to the work of the committee but states that 
in spite of several desirable business offers he prefers to retire to his farm in nearby 
Maryland. 

The Congressional career of Mr. Pugh began with the Senate Naval Committee 
in 1914, when that committee handled naval appropriations. In 1919 and 1920 he 
handled the naval appropriations of the House Naval Committee from which he was 
transferred to the House Appropriations Committee in 1921. Beginning with 1926 he 
supervised the War Department appropriations, and during World War II was the 
specialist on the appropriation bills for the War and Navy Departments. 

All who have depended on him for informative help along appropriation lines 
regret that he is considering retiring. 


Navy General Board—The possibility that Admiral John H. Towers may come to 
Washington as head of a rejuvenated General Board following his relief as Com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific Fleet has not been the subject of an official announce- 
ment, and will probably neither be confirmed nor denied for another few weeks. 

Admiral Towers will reach the normal retirement age of 62 in late January, and 
may thereby apply for retirement. The Navy, however, under the law, is permitted 
to retain ten such Admirals—over 62—until they reach the age of 64, and only flag 
officer remaining on active duty now beyond the age of 62 is Vice Adm. Aubrey W. 
Fitch, who is soon to be succeeded by Rear Adm. James L. Holloway as Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy. 

Whether Admiral Towers would be retained for this assignment is questionable, 
and particularly so when such an assignment would require the rejuvenation of the 
General Board, which has been given less and less work to do since the beginning of 
World War II. In this connection, it is noteworthy that the Board is currently 
functioning with its minimum of five flag officers, and one of these has already received 
orders to a new assignment. 

Vice Adm. Louis Denfeld, who is to succeed Admiral Towers as CincPacFlt, will 
leave the Bureau of Naval Personnel late in January, and will probably relieve about 
1 Feb. 


Army Ground Forces—Brig. Gen. Doyle O. Hickey and Col. John E. Leary, De- 
velopment Section, will address the first class at the United States Military Academy, 
West Point, N. Y., on 9 and 10 Jan. They will talk on “Research and Development 
in the AGF,” discussing the relationship between AGF and various research agencies 
of the Army, the Army Air Forces and the Naval Forces. The talks will be illustrated 
with slides depicting the latest*AGF military items now in the development stage. 

The annual physical examination for officers and warrant officers will be con- 
ducted for members of the AGF at Fort Mofhroe between 7 Jan. and 20 Jan. 

Five AGF officers recently returned to Fort Monroe following inspection trips 
to AGF task forces in Alaska. They included Col. J. C. Welburn, Development Sec- 
tion; Lt. Col. L. A. Trautman, G-4 Section; and Lt. Col. C. B. Henry, Medical Sec- 
tion, who visited Task Force Frigid; Lt. Col. W. E. Harrison, Development Section, 


- and Lt. Col. A. M. Cochran, G-3, who visited Frigid and Williwaw. 


’ Col. W. D. Brown, GSC, G-4, returned from Panama 23 Dec., where he had 
gone to be briefed on future duties. Colonel Brown is scheduled to head the military 
mission in Colombia, with station at Bogata. Colonel and Mrs. Brown will leave for 
the new post about 15 Jan. 

Lt. Col. G. E. Pickett, G-4, accompanied a War Department board of officers 
to Alaska to observe training and inspect supply procedure. The trip was made during 
the period 4-18 Dec. and Colonel Pickett is again on duty at Fort Monroe. 

Representatives from the G-3, G-1 and AG Sections of the First, Second, Sixth 
and Seventh Armies recently attended a conference at Fort Monroe in connection with 
the turning over of the RTCs to the Armies. Conducted by Col. James L. Tarr, AG, 
Army Ground Forces, the conference was attended by Lt. Col’ R. M. Gant, AGD, 
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Seventh Army; Lt. Col. George E. Anderson, AGD, Sixth Army; Maj. J. G. Dalton, 
AGD, First Army, and Capt. F. E. Berry, Second Army. 

A reception in honor of General and Mrs. Jacob L. Devers was held at the Offi- 
cers’ Club, Fort Monroe, on New Year’s Day. 

Col. Herbert W. Kruger, Field Artillery Branch, Development Section, departed 
from Fort Monroe on 2 Jan. for a 15-day visit to AGF winter task forces now operat- 
ing in Alaska and at Camp McCoy, Wis. 

Col. Joseph BE. Harriman of the G-1 Section was presented the Legion of Merit 
for “exceptionally meritorious conduct in the performance of outstanding services 
as Commanding General, 52d Anti-Aircraft Brigade, 3 May to 29 Sept. 1943, and, as 
Commanding General, Anti-Aircraft Artillery Training Center, Camp Edwards, Mass., 
21 Sept. 1943 to 12 June 1944.” During the period covered by the citation, Colonel 
Harriman held the temporary rank of brigadier general. 

Col. John A. Sawyer, Signal Corps, received an Oak Leaf Cluster to the Bronze 
Star for “meritorious service in connection with military operations as Signal Offi- 
cer, Headquarters VII Corps, from 7 June 1944 to 23 March 1945.” 

The awards to both Colonel Harriman and Colonel Sawyer were made by General 
Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General of the Army Ground Forces, at Fort Monroe, 
Va., on Christmas Eve. 


Ordnance Department—Recent increase in strength of the infantry division— 
in numbers of troops and in firepower—centers attention on recoilless rifles. These 
weapons which are hand-carried in the smaller sizes but still have the firepower of 
light artillery, performed handsomely in the Battle of the Bulge and in certain Pa- 
cific operations, The new infantry division will have more than a hundred of them, 
and thus will possess unprecedented artillery firepower of the shoulder-fired and 
tripod-mounted types. 

Work is now going forward in the Ordnance Department’s Research and Devel- 
opment Service under the direction of Brig. Gen. H. B. Sayler to adapt these light- 
weight pieces to airborne use. Even now, they can move forward in battle as fast as 
the infantry itself can move. When completely adapted to air operations, they will 
be much more portable ; and the weight per individual soldier decreased. 

An Ordnance anomaly came to light recently when the Ordnance Department 
obsoleted by Committee action and declared surplus to the WAA a total of 176,521 
rubber balloons valued at over $14,000. It had not been suspected that balloons con- 
stituted ordnance materiel. Inquiry disclosed the fact that these balloons were left 
over from those procured for use as antiaircraft targets and, as such, were quite 
useful as winds swept them across the sky. 

The Army Ordnance Department and the Navy continue the cooperation which, 
during the war, was evident on a very extensive scale. Ordnance has been asked to 
make available to the Navy a large quantity of spare parts for the Ordnance-designed 
weasel snow vehicle for use in oil-exploration activities in Northern Alaska, In an- 
other instance, Ordnance is joining with the Navy in a program to exchange data on 
on spare parts stocked by both services. Detroit Stock Control Point some time ago 
began swapping surplus lists with the Corps of Engineers. The Navy’s Ships Parts 
Control Center at Mechanicsburg, Pa., has volunteered to assign an officer who is 
fully informed on automotive and ships’ parts to Detroit Arsenal to work with Army 
Ordnance in developing parts interchangeability for the two services. 

During the war the urgency of other work made it impossible to total the vast 
number of items of general supply under the responsibility of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment; and estimates in the hundreds of thousands varied widely. Stock control points 
have now, in compliance with a request of WDGS, counted the number of Ordnance 
authorized items and arrived at a figure of 174,777. Some 30,000 of these items fit 
more than one model and, therefore, are necessarily entered in different parts lists 
and catalogs.

They may be sewed or arranged on a bar or bars to be pinned 
to jackets, The wearing of aviation insignia on the dress or shirt when the jacket is 
removed has been made optional.

Income Tax on Former POWs 


Some members of the Armed Forces of 
the United States, who were made prison- 
ets of war while in the Philippines and 
elsewhere, and were removed therefrom 
have suffered by reason of the language 
of the Internal Revenue Code, Section 
211, so far as having to pay income taxes 
is concerned. 

Representative Plumley of Vermont 
will undertake to remedy the situation 
to cover the taxable years after 7 Dec. 
1941, and before 1 Jan. 1946. He has pre- 
pared a bill entitled: “An Act to grant 
certain service men and veterans the 
benefits of Section 251 of the Internal 
Revenue Code.” It provides that those 





service men referred to shall be deemed 
to be physically present in the U. S. pos- 
sessions during the period that the 
veteran was a prisoner of war. 

It is adding insult to injury, Plumley 
said, to make these prisoners of war, 
American soldiers, transferred from the 
Philippines to Japanese prisons, pay in- 
come tax because of a technicality in the 
language of the Act. 





Enlisted Promotions 


An official explanation of current War 
Department policy concerning the pro 
motion of enlisted men points out that 
under existing regulations, with the ex- 
ception of the current restrictions on pro- 





motions to the first two grades, surplusses 
in a senior grade do not prohibit 
authorized promotions in lower grades. 

An average of enlisted men in any 
grade, assigned or attached unassigned, 
will not operate to prevent the promotion 
of enisted men of a lower grade when a 
vacancy in such lower grade exists in 
any T/O, T/D or T/A. The vacancy that 
exists will be filled by the assignment to 
the unit of the surplus (or attached un- 
assigned) personnel. 





Mark Philippine Independence 


The President of the Philippines has 
authorized a Philippine Independence 
Ribbon, with no medal involved, for mem-

bers of the Armed Forces of the United 
States who were on active duty service 
in Philippine territory including its terri- 
torial waters on 4 July 1946. 

All personnel eligible under these re- 
quirements are authorized to wear the 
Philippine Independence Ribbon, which 
will take precedence next after the Phil- 
ippine Liberation Ribbon. 

The new ribbon is silk, one and three- 
eighths inches wide, with a three-six- 
teenth inch stripe of white in the center. 
On either side of the white stripe are 
red stripes, each three thirty-seconds of 
an inch wid®. Next to the red stripes are 
blue stripes, each 13 thirty-seconds of an 
inch wide.

Panama Dept. Schools 


Effective 1 Jan. 1947, training of Latin 
American students in the various ground 
schools currently established under the 
Panama Canal Department—namely the 
Infantry, Engineering, Communications, 
Motor Mechanics, Medical and Food Serv- 
ice Schools—was consolidated under the 
Latin American Training Center, Ground 
Division, with headquarters at Fort 
Amador, Canal Zone. 

At the same time training is expected 
to be resumed in the Latin American Air 
School, under the Caribbean Air Com- 
mand, at the Panama Air Depot. 

The purpose of these changes is to con- 
solidate administration, supply and in- 
struction of all Latin American students 
in one organization. 

The United States Army Latin Ameri- 
can Schools in the Canal Zone have, in 
the past, trained many officers and en- 
listed men of the armies of Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 
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Financial Digest 

Achievements of the oil industry in 
1946 and its prospects for 1947 are sum- 
marized in a statement prepared by J. 
Howard Pew, president of the Sun Oil 
Company. 

The year 1946 saw the production of a 
greater volume of crude oil and petroleum 
products than any war year, and the high- 
est pre-war peak was exceeded by over 
24 per cent. This remarkable production 
record, the statement emphasizes, would 
have been impossible except for the ab- 
sence of any serious labor difficulty any- 
where in the oil industry. Accounting also 
for the record output was the oil indus- 
try’s large, privately-financed investment 
in plants and other equipment during the 
war. 

“In a year when thousands of return- 
ing veterans were being re-fitted into oil 
company organizations,” Mr. Pew said, 
“and when costly and time-consuming re- 
adjustments from the single-minded pur- 
pose of war presented many challenges 
to management and worker alike, the oil 
industry’s exceptional performance is 
proof of its resourcefulness and flexibil- 
ity.” 

A gasoline dollar, the statement points 
out, excluding tax, in 1946 bought 48 
per cent more than the food dollar, 50 
per cent more than the clothing dollar 
and 30 per cent more than a dollar spent 
for all consumer items. At the same time, 
it is stated, the industry’s wages to em- 
ployees were among the highest paid by 
any industry. 

Concluding the summary, 
said: 

“The oil industry enters 1947 in a sound 
condition. Proved crude oil reserves have 
continued to increase and are now at the 
highest level in the industry’s history. 
The industry’s technology is far ad- 
vanced, and research by the industry is 
being conducted on a vastly expanded 
seale. 

“Barring serious work stoppages in 
1947, every indication points to an ex- 
pectation that the oil industry in the 
coming year will substantially exceed the 
record of 1946.”

Merchant Marine 

President Truman’s proclamation de- 
claring an official end to hostilities was 
criticized in England this week because, 
it was said, 229 ocean-going ships char- 
tered to the British Government and 
operated mainly by private companies 
must either be given up or purchased from 
the War Shipping Administration before 
30 June 1947. 

Tonnage involved totals two and a half 
million tons, which cannot be easily 
spared at this time. The Daily Telegraph 
said that the President’s proclamation 
violated in part a Roosevelt-Churchill 
promise that Britain could keep more 
than 200 American cargo ships until her 
replacement program had been completed. 

A reorganization of the Maritime Com- 
mission, effective 1 Jan., absorbs the func- 
tions of numerous divisions into five de- 
partments and the office of the secretary, 
all of which will report directly to the 
Commission through its chairman, Vice 
Adm, William W. Smith. 

The five departments which will carry 
on the tasks of the Merchant Marine’s 
supervisory body will be the legal, finance, 
purchase and sales, operations, and tech- 
nical departments. In addition, an inter- 
departmental liaison officer will be re- 
sponsible for performing upon assign- 
ment liaison duties with other Federal 
agencies and foreign governments. 

In the reorganization plan, two divi- 
sions, inspection and performance, and 
training will be responsible to the chair- 
man. The Price Adjustment Board re- 
mains. 

Chartering of additional vessels to aid 
the rehabilitation and re-establishment of 
the inter-island trades of the Philippines 
was given final approval recently by the 
Maritime Commission under provisions 
of the Philippines Rehabilitation Act. 

Seventeen vessels, including several al- 
ready under Philippine registry, are in- 
cluded in the plan. These war-built ves- 
sels are to be chartered at 10 per cent per 
annum of the unadjusted statutory sales 
price or floor price, whichever is higher. 

To facilitate bunker fuel oil operations 
in Manila, the Commission approved the 
chartering and transferring to Philippine 
registry of a motor barge and four tank- 
ers, all non-war built. The tankers are 
now laid up in the Islands and will be 
used only for storage purposes in Manila 
Bay. 

This action is expected to speed the 
turn-around of tankers serving the Bay 
to expedite the servicing of ships requir- 
ing fuel oil, and to aid in the distribution 
of commercial fuel oil to island indus- 
tries, It will also reduce the cost of the 
Navy-maintained service now in effect, 
and relieve the Maritime Commission of 
expenses of caretaking and maintenance 
of the tankers. 

Contracts recently awarded for recon- 
version of war-built transports and cargo 
carriers included the following former 
Navy ships: 

USS Leedstown (APA-56), USS Shoshone 
(AKA-65), USS Starr (AKA-67), USS Cas- 
well (AKA-72), USS Lenoir (AKA-74), USS 
Towner (AKA-77), USS Trego (AKA-78), USS 
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Duplin (AKA-87), and USS Prentiss (AKA- 
102). 

Contracts are to be awarded in the near 
future for conversion of the following: 

USS Storm King (AP-171), USS Hercules 
(AK-41), USS Almaack (AKA-10), USS South 
Hampton (AKA-66), and USS New Hanover 
(AKA-73). 

Among small vessels recently offered 
for sale were 205-foot PG-type gunboats 
and several types of salvage vessels. Ships 
listed for sale included: 

USS Sacramento (PG-19), USS Haste (PG- 
92), USS Prudent (PG-96), USS Mastic (AN- 
46), and USS Crusader (ARS-2). 


ORC Training Ordered 


Immediate implementation of the 
Army Ground Forces plan for active duty 
training of the Organized Reserve Corps 
was ordered 29 Dec. by General Jacob 
L. Devers, Commanding General, Army 
Ground Forces, in a directive to the six 
Army Commanders. 

Designed to afford them the maximum 
amount of active duty training, the di- 
rective throws open all agencies of the 
Ground Forces to selected officers of the 
Organized Reserve Corps who volunteer 
for the training. 

Highlights of the plan to be set in mo- 
tion at once include: Attendance of Re- 
serve Officers at regular courses and at 
associate basic and advance courses at 
all Army Ground Forces and Technical 
and Administrative Service Schools; 15 
day refresher courses conducted by the 
various service schools during the sum- 
mer months; not less than 60 nor more 
than 90 days’ duty with higher headquar- 
ters to include the War Department, 
Headquarters, Army Ground Forces, Of- 
fices of the Chiefs of Technical and Ad- 
ministrative Services, Army Headquar- 
ters, Corps Headquarters, and Service 
Schools and Replacement Training Cen- 
ters for specially qualified officers: Train- 
ing of company grade oflicers in RTCs 
up to a maximum of 30 days including 
travel time; 15 days detail to combat 
teams and larger units of the Ground 
Forces, Regular Army Units and National 
Guard Units during field training periods; 
battalion and company size units for offi- 
cers of the technical services; duty as 
instructors for specialized reserve officers 
at ROTC institutions and summer camps; 
and attendance of selected reserve officers 
at Army area troop schools after 1 Jan. 
1949. 

Schools at which Reserve Officers will 
receive active duty training include: The 
Infantry School, Fort Benning, Ga.; The 
Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla.; The 
Seacoast Branch of the Artillery School, 
Fort Scott, Calif.; The Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery and Guided Missiles Battalion 
of the Artillery School, Fort Bliss, Tex.; 
The Ground General School, Fort Riley, 
Kan.; The Armored School, Fort Knox, 
Ky.; The Engineer School, Fort Belvoir, 
Va.; The Signal Corps School, Fort Mon- 
mouth, N. J.; The Ordnance School, Aber- 
deen, Md.; The Quartermaster School, 
Camp Lee, Va.; The Transportation 
Corps, Fort Eustis, Va.; The Chemical 
Corps School, Edgewood Arsenal, Md.; 
The Army Finance School, St. Louis, Mo.; 
The Provost Marshal General School, 
The Chaplain School, and the Adjutant 
General School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 

Courses at the above schools are be 
tween 11 and 18% weeks in length. 

While on active duty, reserve officers 
will receive the pay and allowances ap- 
propriate to their grade including travel 
pay. Travel pay for dependents is not 
authorized. 


Family Allowances for USNR 

Naval Reservists ordered to “training 
duty with pay” as distinguished from 
“active duty” are not eligible for family 
allowance benefits for the periods of such 
training duty.

Struggle for Atomic Secrets 


Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, director of 
the Manhattan Engineer Project until the 
Atomic Bnergy Commission relieved him 
of this responsibility on 1 Jan., this 
week recommended that all Americans 
read the Canadian government’s report 
on spy activities in Canada. 

He called attention to the 700-page 
document that reveals the under-cover 
operations of a spy ring allegedly headed 
by the military attache at the Russian 
Embassy in Ottawa. One of the group’s 
missions was to learn “the materials of 
which the atomic bomb is composed, its 
technological process and drawings.” 

“One of the many objectives of the 
Russian organization in Ottawa was the 
atomic bomb,” the report declares. “The 
exhibits produced reveal how anxious the 
organization was to obtain as full in- 
formation as possible about the work of 
the nuclear physicists, in connection with 
the use of atomic energy.” 

General Groves admitted — the report 
indicates—that some atomic secrets were 
turned over to unauthorized enemy agents. 
He termed it “a most illuminating docu- 
ment but one which no one in the United 
States seems interested in reading.” 

At one time, the report says, one of the 
agents, a Lieutenant on the staff of the 
Russian military attache, was directed 
to approach Dr. Allan Nunn May, a 
british nuclear physicist, “to obtain from 
him a sample of Uran. 235, and informa- 
tion as to the location of the United 
States Atomic Bomb Plant.” Dr. May 
was one of those which the report charges 
with revealing military secrets, and was 
later tried and imprisoned. 

On the basis of information supplied 
by Dr. May, a telegram was sent to Mos- 
cow on Y Aug. 1945 with data on the com- 
position of the bombs dropped in New 
Mexico and Japan. Dr. May, according to 
a quoted copy of the telegram, turned 
over to the head of the spy ring “a plati- 
num with 162 micrograms of uranium 
233 in the form of oxide in a thin lamina.” 
A special messenger later carried this to 
Moscow, it was said. 

Copies of other messages to Moscow, 
quoted in the report, show that Dr. May 
“reported brief data concerning electronic 
shells” (the proximity fuze). 

In an evaluation of information and 
material obtained by the Russian group, 
the report says that information which 
Dr. May is known to have given “would 
be of considerable help to the Russians in 
their research work.” 

The report rates the development of 
radar the second most-important war- 
time work of U. 8.-British scientists, and 
notes that “information of the greatest 
importance in this field was communi- 
cated to the Russians by agents.” 

The First Interim Report of the Royal 
Commission, which investigated the ex- 
istence of the conspiracy to obtain infor- 
mation, was sent to the Governor Gen- 
eral in Council on 2 March 1946. The 
report states: 

“The evidence establishes that a network of 
under-cover agents has been organized and 
developed for the purpose of obtaining secret 
and confidential information particularly from 
employees of departments and agencies of the 
Dominion Government and from an emplcyee 
of the Office of the High Commissioner for 
the United Kingdom in Canada, The evidence 
reveals that these operations were carried on 
by certain members of the staff of the Soviet 
Embassy at Ottawa under direct instructions 
from Moscow. The person directly in charge 
of these operations was Colonel Zabotin, 
Military Attache of the Embassy, who had as 
his active assistants in this work Lieutenant- 
Colonel Motinov, Chief Assistant Military At- 
tache, Lieutenant-Colonel Rogov, Assistant 
Military Attache for Air, Major Sokolov, of 
the staff of the Commercial Counsellor of the 
Embassy, Lieutenant Angelov, one of the Sec- 
retaries of the Military Attache as well as 
other members of the staff of the Military 
Attache, all of whom, as well as the agents 
whom they employed in the pursuance of their 
activities, were, in the interests of secrecy, 
known by under-cover names, We have no- 
ticed that each of the dosiers compiled by the 
staff of the Military Attache with respect to 
the Canadian agents contains this significant 
question: ‘Length of time in net.’ We think 
that the word ‘net’ well describes the organi- 
zation set up under development by Colonel 
Zabotin and his predecessor.” 

As shown by documents translated for 
the Royal Commission by a former em- 
ployee of the Russian Embassy at Ottawa. 
the specified tasks committed to Colonel 
Zabotin included the following: 

“The technological processes and methods 
employed by Canadians and the Bnglish for 





the production of explosives and chemical 
explosives, 

“Instructions as to which of the Members 
of the Staff of the Military Attache should 
contact particular Canadian agents and the 
suggestion of names of persons in the Depart- 
ment of National Defense for Naval Affairs 
who might act as agents. 

“Information as to the transfer of the 
American troops from BPurope to the United 
States and the Pacific also the Army Head- 
quarters of the 9th Army, the 3rd, 5th, 7th, 
13th Army Corps, the 18th Armoured Divi- 
sion, the 2nd, 4th, 8th, 28th, 30th, 44th, 45th, 
104th Infantry Divisions and the 13th Tank 
Division, together with the dates of their 
moves, the location of the Army Headquarters 
of the 8th and 16th Armoured Corps, the 29th 
and 89th Infantry Divisions, the 10th Tank 
Division and the location of the Brazilian 
Infantry Division. Whether or not there had 
been organized a staff for the American 
Troops in Germany and, if so, its location 
and the name of the Officer-in-Command, 

“The location of the 1st Parachute Troops 
and the plans for their future use. 

“Instructions to take measures to obtain 
particulars as to the materials of which the 
atomic bomb is composed, its technological 
process and drawings. 

“To obtain from the National Research 
Council models of developed radar sets, photo- 
graphs, technical data, periodic reports char- 
acterizing the radar work carried on by the 
Council and future developments planned by 
the Council. 

“Particulars of the explosives establishment 
at Valcartier and its work, including the ob- 
taining of formulas of explosives and samples. 

“A full report on the organization and per- 
sonnel of the National Research Council: 
‘Give more details of organization of Research 
Council, Manipulate so as to get to their lead- 
ers and find out what they do.’ 

“The obtaining of documents from the li- 
brary of the National Research Council so 
that they might be photographed, with the 
expressed intention of ultimately obtaining 
the whole of the library of the National Re- 
search Council, 

“Particulars as to the plant at Chalk River, 
Ontario, and the processing of uranium, 

“The obtaining of a sample of uranium 
235, with details as to the plant where it is 
produced. 

“Specifications of the electro-projector of 
the ‘V’ bomb. 

“Research work being carried on with re- 
lation to explosive materials and artillery. 

“The obtaining of material on the Ameri- 
can aeroplane radar locator type, navigation 
periscope. 

“A list of the Army Divisions of the Ca- 
nadian Army which have returned from over- 
seas and the names, or numbers, of the Di- 
visions which have been divided, or re-shaped, 
or are undergoing re-shaping. 

“The number of troops in the Canadian 
Army in the post-war period, together with 
the system of its organization, 

“Information from the Department of Mu- 
nitions and Supply of various kinds relating 
to guns, shells, small arms, ammunition for 
small arms, arsenals, optical and radio ap- 
pliances, automobiles and tanks, apparatus 
for chemical warfare and particulars of plants 
producing same. 

“Information as to electronic shells used by 
the American Navy. 

“To endeavour to keep agents in Govern- 
ment Departments threatened with discharge 
as a result of shrinkage in size of the De- 
partments, in order to maintain their useful- 
ness for the future. 

“Information with regard to depth bombs 
and double charge shells for cannon. 

“Information as to telegrams passing into 
and out of the Department of External Affairs 
and the Office of the High Commissioner for 
the United Kingdom.” 

“Tt must not be assumed that the above 
list is exhaustive, but it illustrates the 
nature of the objective of these opera- 
tions,” the report adds. 





Progress in Navy Law Reform 


With studies well under way leading to 
a revision of jurisdiction, composition, 
and powers of courts martial, the Navy is 
making satisfactory progress in revising 
its disciplinary procedures and policies 
“from strict wartime standards to more 
liberal peacetime standards,” according to 
the House Naval Affairs committee. 

The House committee acknowledged in 
a report this week that the Judge Advo- 
cate General, at the direction of Secretary 
Forrestal, is carrying out recommenda- 
tions of the Ballantine Board, which were 
submitted last Spring. 

“From the information submitted to 
the committee, it would appear that satis- 
factory action is being taken on these 
matters,” the report says. “If there is 
any one over-all observation and com- 
ment on the changes effected and the indi- 
cation of future changes, it would seem to 
be the shifting from inflexible military 
trial procedure and policy to the more 
flexible procedure and policy of civilian 
trials—reducing the difference between 
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military trials and civilian trials — and 
recognizing the inherent difference be- 
tween specialized legal ability and train- 
ing and specialized ‘seagoing’ ability and 
training.” 








Sports Front 











T was announced this week that an era 
was coming to a close. After the 1947 
meeting, the Army-Notre Dame series will 
be suspended and possibly called off for 
keeps. 

The rivalry began back in 19183 when 
the then small South Bend institution 
was scheduled as a breather by mighty 
Army. The story of how Dorais and 
Rockne, forming football’s first efficient 
pass combination, humbled West Point in 
an upset as startling as if, say, Muhlen- 
berg had conquered last year’s Army 
club, has been retold thousands of times. 

Thirty-three times the two schools have 
met, with the rivalry reaching the point 
where Notre Dame is second only to Navy 
in Army’s annual list of objectives. The 
game with the Cadets has long been the 
top affair of the year for the Irish. 

Of course we're sorry to see the series 
stopped. The Army-Notre Dame game was 
one of those annual naturals which un- 
failingly produced some of the season’s 
top thrills. 

But under the circumstances, General 
Taylor is to be complimented on a very 
wise and healthy move. The various criti- 
cisms directed at the responsible parties 
have only strengthened this conviction. 

College football’s primary purpose was 
originally to provide pleasure for the boys 
and men taking part in the game. A sec- 
ondary purpose was to provide pleasure 
for the student bodies of the schools tak- 
ing part. We've come a long way from 
that, haven’t we? 

Last year’s Army-Notre Dame game 
Was an excellent case in point. From the 
heights the ticket bidding reached, you'd 
have thought staterooms on the Ark were 
up for auction. The situation was not 
helped by the thousands of monied big- 
wigs who, not knowing a forward pass 
from a head linesman, regarded the game 
in the same light as a horse show or an 
exclusive cocktail party—an event to be 
attended at all costs, simply because 
everyone else was doing it. Too, the game 
had become one of the principal vehicles 
for the operations of gamblers and book- 
makers throughout the country. 

In short, the whole affair has gotten 
out of hand. The brethren of the working 
press, for example, completely lost sight 
of the fact that the ’46 game was a con- 
test between two college teams and acted 
like spoiled children because the press 
accommodations were below par. What 
they seemed to forget was that public 
pressure for tickets was what had re- 
duced the size of the press sections, and 
that they (the newspaper boys) had done 
more than their share to whip up the 
frenzy. The authorities at West Point 
were over a barrel; with the limited space 
available they did the best they could, and 
got small thanks for their pains. 

Can you imagine a similar situation 
arising from a college baseball game? 
College baseball is played between two 
teams who like the game. Nobody cares 
whether there’s a crowd or not. Outside 
of the teams concerned, few care who 
wins. Consequently, college baseball is on 
a completely healthy, normal basis. 

Notre Dame and Army have taken an 
important step towards removing some 
of the stigma from today’s college games. 
They have given tacit acknowledgement 
of the fact that those who want to see 
the best in football should attend profes- 
sional games, which are also on an un- 
hypocritical basis. 

Perhaps in future years it will be possi- 
ble for the two schools to resume their 
football rivalry, when football will have 
been reduced to its proper place in the 
educational sphere. The way has been 
left open. Meanwhile, hats off to the 
Cadets and the Irish for having the 
courage of their convictions and damning 
the. torpedoes.

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Gen. Eisenhower to Return 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, who is expected to 
return to Washington about 8 January 
following a month's stay in Florida, will 
face a busy session as the War Depart- 
ment’s legislative program goes to the 
new Congress. 

General Eisenhower, who has been 
under treatment for bursitis at Pratt Gen- 
eral Hospital, was able to make several 
fishing expeditions during the latter part 
of his stay in the south. 

The Washington Times-Herald in a 
copyright dispatch this week quoted Gen- 
eral Eisenhower as saying to close 
friends: “I will run for President if the 
people of the country want me to run.” 
Interviewed by newsrepresentatives later, 
General Eisenhower was quoted as em- 
phatically denying he had made such a 
statement. 

“You know its a lie,” General Eisen- 
hower was reported to have said, “I 
never said anything of the kind.” He 
added that “a man with no political affili- 
ations could not even discuss running for 
President of the United States.” 

Subsequently, the General said: “I be- 
long to the Army and I intend to stay in 
the Army for I have a job to do. I have no 
thoughts of retirement. As long as the 
Army needs me, I am staying on the job.” 








Aid Reserve Recruitment 

To assist the Armed Services in ex- 
panding their Reserve components to the 
extent necessary for the maintenance of 
an adequate National Defense, Selective 
Service Headquarters will furnish the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and National 
Guard lists of registrants separated from 
the service. 

This was announced recently in a Selec- 
tive Service regulation directing local 
boards to turn over lists of separated 
registrants to accredited representatives 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
National Guard, including their Reserve 
components. This move was expected to 
prove of immediate assistance in current 
Reserve and National Guard enlistment 
programs. 

Inasmuch as enlisted men separated 
from the Services must report to their 
Draft Boards and continue to report 
changes of address, the Selective Service 
records will be more up-to-date than those 
of the Services. 

The Army Air Forces has already insti- 
tuted a widespread program of collecting 
names and present addresses of former 
personnel in order to keep them informed 
of AAF plans, particularly opportunities 
offered by Reserve units. 





Psychology and the Army 

In line with the present War Depart- 
ment policy of incorporating the best 
features of personnel management ap- 
plied by industry in the Army’s personnel 
system, Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, Di- 
rector of Personnel and Administration, 
War Department General Staff, regular- 
ly confers with a personal advisory board 
of civilian experts. 

Both the system of measuring candi- 
dates for integration into the Regular 
Army and the system of rating officer 
efficiency are largely the result of studies 
by psychologists. The Chief Psychologist 
of the Adjutant General’s Office is a mem- 
ber of General Paul’s advisory board and 
Dr. Edwin Henry, Chief Psychologist, 
Personnel Branch, War Department, de- 
veloped the tests used in screening appli- 
cants for Regular Army commissions.

chairman of the Committee on Classifica- 
tion of Military Personnel. 

In devising the tests for integration of 
officers the most modern knowledge of 
personality psychology was combined 
with experience gained in testing over 
nine million wartime soldiers. The tests 
thus were not in the nature of a quiz but 
aimed to give a clear picture of the offi- 
cer’s personality and measure his fitness 
for command. 

The efficiency rating system now in use 
borrows many of the features of the inte- 
gration tests. Reports made by this sys- 
tem are on actual observations of the offi- 
cer rated, the officer making the report 
having no way of actually knowing what 
the final score of the officer rated will be. 

The insight thus gained of personality 
types of officers at the time of integra- 
tion and at each succsesive efficiency rat- 
ing test goes far, according to its advo- 
cates, to assure the Army an officer corps 
of the highest type. 





Commands in Europe 

Reports were current in Washington 
this week that General Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney would be relieved of his post in 
Germany and appointed to the Military 
Staff Committee of the United Nations 
Organization, and that General Mark 
Clark, U. 8S. Commander in Austria, 
would be brought home to command the 
Sixth Army. 

General McNarney, it is rumored, will 
be succeeded in Europe by Lt. Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay who will become commanding 
general of the U. S. Forces in the Euro- 
pean Theater and Military Governor of 
the U. S. Zone in Germany. 





Remount Transfer 

The projected transfer of the Army Re- 
mount Service from control of the 
Quartermaster Corps to the Agricultural 
Department is still awaiting issuance of 
the Executive Order under which it will 
be effected. 

Four remount depots are now being 
maintained, at Front Royal, Va.; Fort 
Robertson, Neb.; Fort Reno, Okla.; and 
Pomona, Calif. In addition several hun- 
dred stallions are held by various civil- 
ian agencies throughout the country for 
breeding at a nominal fee.

War Veterans in Congress 


Official figures indicate that there will 
be 207 service veterans in the new Con- 
gress. Of these, 185 will be members of 
the House and 22 in the Senate. 

Of the House members, 121 are Republi- 
cans, and 64 are Democrats. Of the Re- 
publicans, 48 will be new members and 
73 were members of the 79th Congress. 
The 64 Democrats will be composed of 
15 new and 49 old members. 

Of the 22 in the Senate, 19 veterans 
are new members and 8 are old. Of the 
19, 17 are Republicans and 2 are Demo- 
crats, while 3 Democrats were members 
of the 79th Congress. 

The record for wartime service goes 
to Senator-elect Edward Martin (Rep.), 
of Pennsylvania, a veteran of the 
Spanish-American, and of both World 
Wars. The only other Spanish-American 
War veteran in the Senate is Senator Tom 
Connally, (Dem.), of Texas. 

The House will have in it 49 World 
War II veterans, 123 World War I, 14 
of whom were in both of these wars, and 
4 participants in the Spanish-American 
War. In the Senate will be 4 World War 
II veterans, 13 World War I, 2 who were 
in both of these wars, 2 Spanish-Ameri- 
ean, and one veteran of the Spanish- 
American and both World Wars.

Industry and Military Research 
Maj. Gen. Henry 8S. Aurand, Director 
of Research and Development, War De 
partment General Staff, addressing the 
Michigan Post, Army Ordnance Associa- 
tion, at Detroit 3 Dec., outlined industry's 
place in future military research and 
development. 
“There has been much talk,’’ General 
Aurand said, “as to whether or not these 
weapons of the future will do away with 
conventional type armies. My personal 
opinion is that that is not the case in the 
foreseeable future. My only reaction to 
such talk is that a far greater propor- 
tion of our industrial capacity will have 
to be applied to furnishing the army of 
the future with its weapons than was de 
voted to that purpose in World War II.” 
Three very definite roles are available 
to industry in future military research 
and development, General Aurand said, 
explaining them as follows: 
First of all, the War Department needs 
the assistance of the industrial scientists and 
engineers in the preparation of its Research 
and Development Program. This assistanc 
can be best given through the procurement 
agencies of the War Department with whic 
industry normally deals. Many of the best 
ideas as to the fields of research to be under- 
taken and the types of equipment which 
should be investigated and developed for mil- 
itary use have come from civilian rather tha 
military sources. It is absolutely essential 
that the War Department receive advice ané 
criticism from civilian agencies, Industry ca® 
rest assured that the research and develop 
ment agencies of the War Department ar 
only too glad to receive this assistance and 
should not be backward in making sugges 
tions. 

Second, there is the role of reasonable util 
ization, by War Department contract, of some 
of industry's laboratory facilities, More pat 
ticularly, the highly skilled scientific and e 
gineering personnel of these laboratories must 
be utilized. These civilian laboratories may 
expect generally to be given work in the put 
research field. 

Third, there is the role of the assistant 
which industry can give the War Departme®! 
in the development of military items throug 
industry's own expenditure of ideas and 
funds. To me this is merely applying the ds! 
by day research and development facilities of
